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WATCHING THE FINANCES 


THH SILVER MEN AND MB. 
WINDOM'S. POLIOY. 

NOT ENTIRELY SATISFIED, BUT HOPEFUL 

—THE SENATORS FROM THE NEW 
STATES—A FLOOD OF BILLS. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 4.—The President to-day 
gent the following nomination to the Senate: 


Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States—DaviID J; BREWEE of Kansus. 


The President aiso submitted to the Senate 
for ite confirmation many ofthe appointments 
he bas previously made, including Mr. Phelps 


as Minister to Germany, Mr. Hirsch Minister to 
Turkey, Messrs. Roosevelt and Thompson as 
Civil Tia Commissioners, and other diplo- 
matio and departmental officers. 


Davia Josiah Brewer of Kansas, who was 
to-day nominated by President Harrison to 
be Associate Justice of the United States Su- 


reme Court, was born in Smyrna, Asia Minor, 

Fune 20, 1838, his father being a missionary to 

he Greeks in Turkey. Young Brewer was edu- 

pated in this country, and was graduated from 

Yale College in 1856. After leaving college he 

studied law in the office of David Dudley Field 

n this city, and was graduated from the Albany 
w School in 1858. 

In the Fall of that year Mr. Brewer went 
West, and in 1859 opened a law office in 
Leavenworth, his presenthome. He was a 
pointed United States Commissioner in 1861, 
and after that his advancement was rapid. He 
was elected Judge of the Probate and Criminal 
Courts for Leavenworth County in 1862, Judge 
of the First Judicial District in 1864, County 
Attorney in 1868, and Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court in 1870, 1876, and 1832. In 
1884 he was elevated.to the United States Cir- 
puit Oourt bench. 

Judge Brewer’s mother was a sister of Justice 
Btepben J. Field, and as a result of yesterday’s 
nomination will occur the unusual circum- 
stance of an uncle and a nephew occupying at 
the same time seats on the bench of the Na- 
tion’s highest tribunal . 

When Gen. Harrison was making up his Cab- 
inet, Senator Plumb suggested that Judge 
Brewer would be an excellent man for Secre- 
ta ot the Interior. A movement in the 
Judge’s behalf was started, and his Kansas 
friends beheve that it would have been success- 
ful if he haa not promptly put a stop to it. 
Judge Brewer said then that his aapirations 
were confined to his careér on the bench, and 
he wanted Cabinet office. Kansas 
people Bay that one thing which 

elped to give Judge Brewer the nomination 
was the fact that he refused to go into the gen- 
eral scramble for the piace, and would not al- 
luw his ready friends to fill up petitions or send 
letters to the President in his behalf. They 
think the Judge was wise in this, for some of 
them have discovered in President Harrison a 
disposition to withhold offices from those most 
anxious to get them. 
mA letter which Judge Brewer wrote to a& 
mutual friend, deslaring, in generous terms, 
that he would not stand in the way of his old 
classmate, Judge Browp of Michigan, was. 
seen by the President, and did much to confirm 
his liking for the character of the writer. 
Michigan people here speak highly of Judge 
Brewer's fitness for the Supreme Court, but 
they make no attempt to conceal their disap- 
pointment that the nomination did not fall to 

“their State. 


The report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
was sent up to the House of Representatives 
to-day, and atthe same time released to the 


public. There was no meeting of the House to 
receive it, but there were plenty of members 
who desired to see it. Those who wanted it 
early visited the Treasury to obtain copies. It 
promises to prove much more interesting and to 
provoke much more discussion than the mes- 
sage of the ident. 

To the opponents of civil service reform the 
last paragraph bas been conspicuous enough. 
It is stronger commendation than the President 
gives the reform, for it 1s testimony to tbe efti- 
cacy of the law to improve the personnel of the 
service. Mr. Windoin agrees in that respect 
with Mr. Fairchild and the officers who served 
under him, some of whom came to the capital 
avowed opponents of the merit system, but were 
convinced by experience that it was a good sys- 
tem and ought tu. be envouraged 

Those persons who remember reading the at- 
tacks the New-York Sun upon Seoretary 
Fairchild for having “padded” the Treasury 
accounts in order to show a larger surplus than 
truth would jnstify, may take some pleasure in 
reading Mr. Windom’s allusion, on the second 
page of his report, to the fact that the surpius 
at the end of the fiscal year was $105,000,000, 
when Mr. Fairchila bad intimated that it would 
be $104,000,000, that, in Mr. Windom's words, 
**the accuracy of his forecast is demonstrated.” 

While there is some hesitation among Demo- 
ocrats and Republicans to discuss the message 
before it has been carefully read, the Democrats 
admit their astonishment at Mr. Windom’s con- 
fession of the evils of excessive taxation and 
wonder how he expects to maintain high wages 
and exclusion of foreign productions and at the 
same tine extend commerce with South and 
Central erican countries, in which, accord- 
ing to ali reports, the people will insist upon 
trading with foreign nations that offer them 
goods at the lowest price. 

The Secretary’s suggestions about silver have 
been anticipated, although some of the more 
elaborate outlines have been very exaggerated 
presentations of what he reaily suggests. The 
recommendation for a repeal of the internal 
revenue taxes is evidently not expected to be 
approved, for the Secretary’s estimate of re- 
ceipts from internal revenue taxation in 1891 
is $135,000,000, or just the amount estimated 
for the year 1889-90. His suggestion for in- 
creased duties, to reduce the revenue by pro- 
hibiting importations, is taken by the Demo- 
crates of the House as acompliance with the 
demands of the “fat” producers of the cam- 
paizn of 1888. It is a perfectly safe recom- 
mendation to make, but it wili not be enacted 
into law at this seseion of Congress. 


The silver men of the West aré likely to be 
better pleased with Mr. Windom’s report than 
they were with thatofhis predecessor, but they 
are not altogether satistied. 

Mr. Bland of Missouri, who gave the name to 
the standard silver dollar, read the report this 
afternoon and found its tariff and silver 
suggestions extremely entertaining. Of the 
Secretary’s silver suggestion, he says: “ The 
Secretary’s plan is subject to the follow- 
ing criticiams: He makes a mere com- 
modity of silver, to be measured by gold, 
thus preventing coined silver from performing 
any part of its functions as @ measure of the 
value of our money or to be used in the pay- 
ment of the public debt. He wishes to reserve 
to himself the right to suspend the purchaees 
of bullion when, in his judgment, silwer is being 
cornered by speculators. This power in un- 
friendly hands could and would be used to bear 
the silver market and prevent, instead of aid- 
ing, the appreciation of silver bullion to a par 
with gold. 

“Again, the mode of redeeming the notes or 
certificates issued is objectionable. They are to 
be redeemed in bullion silver, at market rates, 
or in gold, at the option of the Government, or 
in silver dollars, at the option of the holder. 
This would necessitate two redemption funds, 
one in bullion, to the amount of the certifi- 
eates, the other in silver dollars, to the amonnt 
ofthe notes or certificates. If, as is recom- 
mended, the coinage of sliver is stopped, where 
will the Secretary get his dollars to redeem 
with? There is only about six millions of them 
thatare the property of the Government, or 
that could be so used. The rest of the 343,000,- 
000 coined is not in circulation, either as coin 
or certificates.” 

Senator Stewart has just finished reading Sec- 
retary Windom’s report on silver. He says 
that “the people have reeason to rejoice that 
the Administration is in favor of the remocetiz- 
ation of silver, and in sentiment fully in accord 
with the Republican platform. The only hesi- 
tation on the part of the President or the 

tary, as shown by their utterances, is as 
to the mode of reaching the desired end. The 
only fear expressed by them is the apprehended 
danger ofa ficod of silver, which would em- 
barrass the finances of the United States. That 
apprehension being removed, the Administra- 
tion is in accord with the mest pronounced sil- 
ver men. 

“There is no doubt that all apprehension of 
danger from that source will disappear on in- 
vestigation. It is established veyond contro- 
versy that there is no accumulation of ailver 
bullion in any part of the world. Consequently 
the United States cannot be flooded from 
the stores of bullion on hand. Europe 
has only a thousand millions of coined 
silver of standard fineness. This coined ailve 
ig circulating On & par with gold at a ratio o 
154, tol. Our ratio 1s 16 tol. An ounce ‘of 
gold invested in Eurcpean silver coin would 
buy ouly 154g ounces. If imported into tne 
United States it could not be exchanged at our 
mint “or an ounce of gola without adding half 
a ounce of silver to the European purchase,

States would consume the entire home product. 
It has been the aspiration of all civilized na- 
tions for centuries to reach a metallic basis, 
Gollar for do} ‘ but no nation has ever 
be. accomplis ed i The United States 
as at the present time about $600,000,000 
of paper money, predidated upon the 
credit of the Government, with no gold or sil- 
ver behind it It would penete to place the 
United States on a metallic basis, without in- 
creasing the volume of the circulation, $600,- 
000,000, and, in addition to that, sufficient gold 
ana silver to roe 4 B noeg with the growing popu- 
lation. This could not be done, under the most 
favorable circumstahces, in one generation. 
“The demand for silver in Aeia is increasing, 
and the supply is not in exoess of the deman 
It the United States should cease to contribute 
to that demand by exporting silver, and should 
undertake to import sufficient to reach a metal- 
lic basis, silver would be restored to par at once, 
In other words, if the United Stayes would re- 
ceive all the gold and silver offered in exchanze 
for coin or coin certificates, silver would be on 
@par with gold, at the ratio of sixteen to 
one, for no person in any part of the world 
would sell silver for a less price than could be 
obtained for it in the United States, All that is 
NOW necessary to secure the fyll remonetiza- 
tion of silver is to satisfy the Administration 
and other friends of the white metal of these 
facts, which can easily be done when their gt- 
tention is called to this view of the situation.” 
eargienr p+ eng MeKinley of Ohio, who takes 
rank with the ohief bigh protectionists of his 
pew, was not prepared to-night to say what he 
hought about secretary Windom’s views on 
rotection, high wages, trade with South Amer- 
ca, or any other subject mentioned in the Seo- 
retary’s report. He had hot yet read the report. 


“North Dakota’s two Senators were sworn into 
office to-day, and Montana is now the only 
State in the Union not fully represented in the 
upper house of Congress. Mr. Cullom presented 


the creaentials of Gilbert A. Pierce, and Mr. 
Washburn handed in those of Lyman R. Casey. 
The documents were in manuscript, signed by 
the Governor of North Dakota, and addressed 
to the President of the Senate. When the 
credentials had been read the new Senators 
were ready to take the oath, which was duly 
administered by Vice President Morton. 

When they had taken theirseats Mr. Hoar re- 
ported back from the Elections Committee the 
resolution providing for the assignment of 
terms to the Senators from North and South 
Dakota ani Washington. Secretary McCook 
began preparing the lots to be drawn under its 
regulations. Mr. Oullom sent up to the desk a 
resolution passed by both branches of the North 
Dakota Legislature, designating Mr. Pieroe as 
their choice for the long term from their State, 
and this started a littie debate. 

Mr. Hoar contended §that the State risla- 
ture had no constitutional authority to desig- 
nate the terms of United States Senators. Mr. 
Call took the opposite ground, asserting that 
the right of a State to fix the terms of ita Sena- 

ors was clearly involved in its sovereign right 
o select its own Senators. The Florida Sena- 
tor’s argument fell on stony ground, for his 
was the only vote against the Hoar resolution. 

‘hree slips of paper numbered from one to 
three were dropped into a box and well shaken. 
Mr, Allen for Washington, Mr. Casey for North 
Dakota, and Mr. Moody for South Dakota drew 
out the slips to determine which States shoulda 
have its Senators assigned. Mr. Allen drew 
slip No. 1, and the two Washington Senators 
therefore drew lots to see which should go into 
Class 3, whose terms expire in 1893, ana which 
into Class 1, term expiring in 1891. The short 
term fell to Mr. Squire and the four-year term 
to Mr. Allen. 

When these two Senators had thus been as- 
signed, the three classes were equal in mem- 
bership, each containing twenty-six Senators. 
Accordingly three numbered slips were put 
into the pox for the Bouth Dakota Senators. 
Mr. Pettigrew drew No. 2, thus securing a seat 
for the longest term, expiring in 1895. Mr. 
Moody drew No. 3, thus cutting his term down 
to two years. Classes No. and No. 
thue received each an additional member. A 
blank slip and oné numbered 14 were then 
shaken up for the North Dakota Sena- 
tors. The bdlank fell to Mr. Pierce, and 
Mr. Casey was therefore assigned to Class 1, 
going out in 1893, making the Glasses equal 
again. Slips numbered 2 and 3 were next 
shaken up for Mr. Pierce, who drew No. 3, 
making his term expire in 1891, just four years 
less than the full term the Legislature wanted 
him to fill. 

When Montana’s Senators take their seats 
they will be assigned to Classes 1 and 2. 

Senator Moody of South Dakota js not pleased 
with the short term which he drew: to-day. He 
will have a hard tight fur re-election. Senator 
Pettigrew not only drew a long term, but the 
longest of all. He is regarded as a child of 
luck. Editor Caldwell of Sioux Falls says! 
**Everybody in South Dakota was betting that 
Frank Pettigrew would draw a longterm. We 
all know how great he is on draw, and Iam not 
surprised that he raked in the pot.” 

Senator Pierce of North Dakota says: ‘‘I am 
satistied with the short term, although our Leg- 
islature intended to give me the long one. Our 
people are not fickle, and they will re-elect me 
unless I give them cause for a radical change 
of heart and mind concerning me.” 


After the Senate had spent about three hours 
to-day in receiving bills introduced by Senators, 
it looked as if the best previous record in that 


line was to be broken, but it was not. The best 
record wae made at the beginning of the Fif- 
tieth Congress, when, in one day, the Senators 
introduced 582 bills, They stopped to-day at 
505. Very eri all of these measures have 
been in Congress before, and the great mass are 
claims and private Fm ga bills of interest to 
nobody except the direct beneficiaries. 

Mr. Sherman had the honor of putting in the 
first billon the list, and, oddly enough, it was 
the measure offered by him last year, to declare 
unlawful trusts avd combinations in restraint 
of trade and production. Mr. George offered a 
measure on the same subject, and later on Mr. 
Reagan did the same. essrs. Spooner, Sher- 
man, and Chandler put in bills to regulate Con- 
gressional elections, and Mr. Vance sent up his 
familiar bill to repeal the civil service law. 

On the subject of pensions bills were intro- 
duced by Mr. Dawes, extending the pension 
laws; by Mr, Manderson, Mr. Voorhees, Mr. 
Cullom,,Mr. Davis, and Mr. Ingalis. Mr. Rea- 
gan offered a bill for the free coinage of silver, 
and Mr. Stewart one for the free coinage of both 
gold and silver. Mr, Oullom introduced a bill 
reviving the grade of General of the Army, and 
Mr. Hawley one reviving the grade of Lieuten- 
ant General. 3 eet

A BANKING HOUSE FAILS. 


THE TROUBLE CAUSED BY UNEX- 


PECTED REVERSES. , 


BosTon, Mass., Deo, 4.—Driscoll & Powers, 
bankers and stock brokers, 80 Devonshire- 
street, made an assignment this morning to 
George H. Perry of Perry & Perry. 

Mr. Perry, the assignee, makes this state- 
ment totheanary creditors who besieged the 
firm’s office to-day: : 

“The firm of Driscoll & Powers has in the 
past few weeks met with some unexpected and 
unfortunate reverses, which crippled it to an 
extont which rendered the advisability of its 
continuing in business a grave queation. After 
long consultation the firm assigned to me last 
Monday night for the benefit of creditors. Ow- 
ing to the legally doubtful nature of the larger 

roportion of the claims against the firm it 
8 impossible for me to state at the moment 
what the precise proportion paid to creditors 
will be, as I must examine their accounts, and 
it will take time to do this. 

*BatI have no coubt whatever—I speak in 
all sincerity—that I shall be able to satisfy 
everybody. From what facts and figures [ 
have already obtained, I have presented a cer- 
tain offer tothe creditors which has been re- 
ceived with almoat unanimous satisfaction. and 
later developments are all on the favorable side. 
The partners have turned over everything they 
had tome. They will take no advantage of the 
gambling statutes, and have in every way done 
all they could for the protection of their cedit- 
ors and the payment of all claims. 

“Tf am not hampered by attachments or 
forced to file the ordinary petition in insolv- 
enoy, I believe I can close up the whole busi- 
ness in a week.” 





THE WOOL GROWERS. 
WASHINGTON, Deo. 4.—At «the Nattonal Wool 
Growers’ meeting to-day a committee to pre- 
pare an address to the wool growers of the 
United States was appointed. Its report will 
probably be presented to-morrow. A number 
of aelegates arrived to-day anda took part in the 


meeting. Judge Lawrence of Ohio delivered 
an address upon the subject of wool growing 
in the United States, 

The feature of to-day’s meeting was the an- 
nual sddrees of Columbus Delano. of Ohio, 
President of the National Association. He 
made a long ee favor of protection, argu- 
ing on the old familiar lines.

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THE IRON ThKADE BOOMING. 


EVERY INDICATION OF A VERY PROS- 
PEROUS YEAR TO COME. * - 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Dec, 4.—All signs here- 
about indicate that next year’s output of iron 
and steel from the Pittsburg district will exceed 
this year’s. Prices, too, which have had an up- 
ward tendency for some months, it is thought 
are likely to range higher if anything. One 
unusual circumstance which promises well for 
1890 is the placing of large ore contracts 
already for next year. These are not made 
ordinarily until February. Pittsburg blast- 
furnace owners have purchased a larger ton- 
nage of ore for next year’s delivery than ever 
before. It is estimated that contracts for 
1,000,000 tons of Bessemer ore for the fur- 
paces of this district have already been placed 
atan advance of about $1 per ton over this 
year’s prices. 

The indications are that early next year a 
still further advance will be made. The buying 
has been done very Cog For the past two 
weeks representatives of iron ore companies 
have quietly erence into the city, made their 
contracts, and departed. One contract for 
250,000 tons, aud another for 2V0,000, and Bev- 
erai smaller contracts were all booked within 
the past week, the ore to be delivered next year, 
This is taken to indicate that the iron business 
will be even better next year than it has been this 
year. The conclusion drawn by some iron men 
from this condition of affairs is that the cost of 
making pig iron will be increased about $1 65 
per ton, with ore prices advanced $1, and thia 
cost will be further increased if limestone and 
coke prices are increased. 

Besides the activity in the raw material line 
there is more than the usual demand for iron 
mill borg apres | “There never was a larger 
request for rolling mill machinery than at pres- 
ent,” said an official of the Lewis Foundry and 
Machine Company to-day. ‘The character of 
the machinery wanted is such as milis ask for 
only when an increased output is contemplated. 
From this we draw tbe conclusion, and have 
learned otherwise alsé that manuracturers are 
not inoréasing their facilities to accommodate 
possible orders, but that they tind betterments 
necessary because of orders now in sight and 
in hand. In point of improvements, the Pitts- 
burg district is ahead, but the Mahoning Vailey 
is pushing us closely. Besides these districts 
the mills in all seotions of the country are im- 
proving.” 

Tne addition of several Dlast furnaces to the 
already extensive plants of the Carnegie firms 
and the purchase of the Pittsburg Steel Casting 
Company’s plant by the Oliver & Boberts Wire 
Company, two of the leading concerns in this 
section, are also considered as an indication 
that manufacturers are expecting more busi- 
ness Dext year than this.

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VIRGINIA AND HER DEBT 


GOV. LEE’S SUGGESTIONS TO 
THE LEGISLATURE. 

THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY, HAVING FULL 
POWER, MUST ACT—WHAT THE 
PUBLIO SENTIMENT IS. 

RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 4—Great interest was 
attached to the assembling of the Legislatur 
to-day, chiefly on account of Gov. Lee’a mes- 
sage, which was expected to deal at some 
length with the public debt question. It is 
principally devoted to this question and con- 
tains a mass of figures. Gov. Lee says on this 
inexhaustible topic: 

*“* The first subject to which I direct your at- 
tention, asitis the first in importance, is the 
present condition of the State debt. This sub- 
ject should receive your careful consideration 
and calm deliberation. Its solution brings 
peace, prosperity, and plenty to Virginia; its 
agitation misconception, misconstruction, and 
costly litigation to all concerned. It is the 
one weight on the wheels of State which re- 
tards their successful revolutions, 

“In my message of Dec. 7, 1887, I submitted 
@ detailed estimate of the annual expenses of 
the State. Since then these expenses have in- 
creased by the adoption of the Pension bill, 
increased appropriations to asylums made nec- 
essary by the lamentable increase of lunacy, 
to the Agricultural Bureau and to schools, as 
well as the increased cost of criminal prose- 
cutions, all of which will be seen by reference 
to the detailed estimates accompanying this 
message. If the present appropriations are 
continued the amount available to pay interest 
upon any ‘settlement of the debt will be $360,- 


260. In view of the financial condition of the 
State as shown by a carefully-prepared esti- 
mate of receipts and expenditures, 10 is ap- 
parent that our wisdom will be taxed to pro- 
vide for the payment of the annual interest, 
should the act of 1882 be aceepted by our 
creditors. 

** Any careful examination of the finances of 
the State should make it plain to the creditors 
and the people that the State is not now in 
condition to pay a larger sum in interest than 
that demanded by the present law without in- 
creasing taxes. If, however, the creditors are 
willing to by Ape & settlement which, while 
not departing in a marked manner from the 

rincipal and interest as now recognized by the 

tate, either for the reason that some of the 
features of the present bill present insurmount- 
able ohjections, or because in their opinion 
equity would demand the different classes of 
the debt to be funded into the new bonds at 
different rates than those laid down by the act 
of 1882, or for any other reason, I feel well 
satisfied that such propositions would receive 
your respectful consideration.” 

N concluding, the Governor tersely says: 
*“‘ We have seen that the State had to pay $237,- 
000 per annum for the past two years for the 
coupons forced into the Treasury on judgments, 
so that this matter might be narrowed down to 
the simple proposition whether it would not be 
wiser, if the opportunity omered, for the State 
to pay $163,000 a year more than we are now 
paying rather than to continue to be defend- 
antes in litigation that promises to outlive the 
present generation. 16 will be for the Legislat- 
ure to determine what new revenue can be 
counted on to produce this $163,000 per an- 
num. In the calculation of bonds, those held 
by the colleges are not given, because not in 
the contest. The State pays them. and it is 
supposed will continue to pay them, the full 
interest of $142,000. Nor are the $4,550,000 
new threes in the hands of the public included. 
The State has no contest there, either, but is 
paying on them an annual interest of $136,500. 

*“* Let us suppose, by way of illustration,” con- 
tinues the message, “that the consols were 
funded at 70 cents, — to $9,030,000; ten- 
forties were funded at 60 cents, equal to $3,600,- 

00; the $5,800,000 of tax coupons up to the 

st of January, 1890, at 40 cents, equal to 
$2,320,000, making a total of $14,950,000. 
Three per cent. interests on the same would be 
$448,500. in other words, if this proposition 
was accepted by the bondholders who hold the 
above classes of bonds, it would undoubtedly set- 
tle the.debt, as the litigation has been for them 
and them alone.” 

What is the sentiment in the State among the 
Democratic voters as regards this puzzling and 
onerous matter of dollars and cents? Reports 
bave gone out that men high in station favored 
further reduction, and that the demoralization 
had extended to the great body of the people. 
Surely those who have given circulation to such 
rumors are either irresponsible or uninformed. 
Public sentiment in Virginia to-day is quite 
healthy, and no representative Virginian would 
publicly declare himself as indorsing a move- 
ment which would dishonorably and discredita- 
bly relieve the State of its just debts, 

ov. Lee’s message to the Legislature will 
reopen the whole question again. In some quar- 
ters this may seem to be unfortunate, This isa 
mistaken idea, however. The sooner the matter 
is finally settled the better it will be for the 
Common wealth as such, and the material inter- 
ests of men who have money to invest in the 
any industries and enterprises which have 
een developed recently in the State. It is not 
agitation that will hurtif it be based upon the 
foundation of justice and equity and properly 
eonducted by those leaders who command the 
respect of the people. 

In the recent campaign Gen. Mahone alluded 
constantly in his speeshes to some sort of a 
mysterious plan which he had evolved for the 
final settlement of Virginia’s debt problem. He 
pretended, however, that he could not make 
the details public, inasmuch as he was bound 
over to secrecy by a questionable kind of com- 
pact with the. bondholders. This was all hum- 
bug, of course, and merely intended tor 
effect upon the_ illiterate voters who 
constituted the Republican leader's main 
support But enough is known now to 
warrant the statement that the plan 
thus intimated so occultly actually aid rest 
upon some basis, and involved a partial rear- 
rangement 4nd alteration of the present unjust 
status, thatis to say, if the Republican Party 

ad been sucvessiul in the last election, the 

ebt would eventually have been scaled to a 
figure lower than is now assumed. in the Rid- 
dieberger schedule. 

With a Democratic majority of 40,000, how- 
ever, the condition of affairs is entirely changed. 
Mahone being relegated into obscurity, his 
mysterious pian fades away into the mystical 
realm from which it was evolved, But will it 
die with his defeat? It ought to, as the most 
substantial men in the State declare. But the 
tares have been sown and the seed will bring 
forth a bad harvest unless the Legislature 
adopts a conelusive and satisfactory line of ac- 
tion. This is really the greatest issue before the 
Legislature, and it cannot be evaded. 

The debt has grown to be such a troublesome 
matter, and the bondholders have been able, 
with the assistance of the United States courts, 
to engage in so much litigation, that the time 
has come when the people want to reach the 
end of the whole wretched business. The State 
itself, through the action of Democratic Legis- 
latures, has resorted to questionable means to 

iscredit its own obligations. But the fact 
8 that there was some show of justice to ex- 
tenuate this injustice at the time that the laws 
were adopted which practically shut the cou- 
pons out of existence as ajtax-receivable, tend- 
er. Now, however, the question must be met 
with more manliness and in a more liberal 
spirit. The conditions have been changed ina 
measure, and the laws and policy of the State 
ought to be made to conform tothe alteration. 
Virginia is not as poor now as she was six years 
ago, and the bondholders are not the only 
people who appreciate this fact. : 

Exaggerated statements as to the amount of 
outside capital invested in the State have been 
printed in the newspapers in the last few years. 
The consequence is that a sentiment has been 
created against the State which was not 
founded upon a perfect understanding of the 
case. Be this as it may, however, 6 con- 
dition of affairs in the State has certainly im- 
proved, and her ability to meet her obligations 
on @ reasonable basis is not now to be ques- 
tioned, if the largest taxpayers are to be ac- 
cepted as bye 9 geome authority. The natural 
resources of the Commonwealtn have attractea 
the attention of age nr everywhere, The 
* Ola Dominion” is chuck-full of undeveloped 
wealth. From Lexington to Bristol, on the 
Tennessee line, there is an abundance of iron 
ore and coal, Nature has been grandly lavish 
in her endowments, and capital has been quick 
in making the discovery. 

When Gov. Lee retires from office on Jan. 1 
he will take charge of a company which expects 
to develop the splendid country near Lexing- 
ton, and the point here is that not only North- 
ero but English capital as wellis behind and is 
supporting the new enterprise, The conclusion 
to be drawn from this is that the moneyed in- 
terests outside of the State are not afraid that 
any revolutionary action will be taken as re- 
gards the State’s obligations, although the con- 
trary has been stated in the newspapers and by 
thespeakers whom Gen. Mahone imported into 
Virginia prior to his late disastrous defeat. «yu 

If the Virginia debt had never been made a 
political issue it would have been settled years 
ago, and that, too, to the entire ‘satisfaction of 
the foreign bondholders, But Gen. Mahone 
was the mischievous factor, the Mephistopheles, 
who led the majority in the wrong direction ana 

oisoned the minds of the ignorant people who 

ollowed his leadership. It was he who forced 
the Democrats into ratifying the Riddieberger 
settlement; for had he not beén e dema- 
gogue that he is a larger sum would have been 
acknowledged by the State, and provision would 
have been made to meet the interest without

he not only committed the Republican Party to 
a financial system to which ali the traditions 
and practices of that party had always been 
og but, by massing ail of the ignorant 
voters in the State against the Democrats, he 
succeeded in compelling his political antago- 
nists to accept a ‘‘settlement” alike disgrace- 
ful to both.

The question must be finally 
disposed of. The representative business man, 
wherever you may find him—in Richmond, 
Petersburg, or Alexandria; in Norfolk or in 
Bristol—wiill affirm the truth of this assertion. 
There has been too much of sacrificing convic- 
tion to expediency, too much of cowardice, too 
much of delay, too much of demagogy, 
and too much of truckiing to mere polit- 
ical tricksters. Mahone as been buried 
out of sight now, and nothing isto be feared 
from his party for several years to come, The 
Democrats, therefore, have no excuse for fur- 
ther dilly-daliying, and the present Legislature 
must ‘come up to the scratch’ if there is any- 
thing in party professions and party protesta- 
tions.” These were the sentiments that one of 
the most respected Democratic leaders in the 
State uttered in the presence of THE TIMEs’s 
correspondent. He has traversed the State in 
every direction, and he knows whereof he 
speaks. 

While this sentiment is entertained by those 
upon whom taxation faile most heavily, there 
are others in the Democratic Party who woulda 
go as far as Gen. Mahone has gone—and further, 
too, for that matter—in ftighting the creditors 
and in favoring the passage or continuance of 
laws which would amount to practical repudia- 
tion. How far this element may be able to cuon- 
troi legislation remains to be seen. Those who 
compose it, however, are not in touch with the 
men who contribute to the material develop- 
ment of the State, neither do they influence to 
any extent the spirit and action of the party to 
which they are joined, 

While progress is the order of the day in Vir- 
ginia, it 1s accompanied as well by a conserva- 
tism which would frown down revolutionary 
methods and discountenance aught that was to 
the discredit of the State. The lines were thus 
drawn when Mahone began his mischievous 
tinkering with the State debt years ago. They 
ought to ana will be adyanced now, if the better 
element of the Democratic Party is as influential 
as it foamed And inasmuch as the present 
Legislature is composed of the most conserva- 
tive material there is no reason why it should 
not make a record for honesty and for that 
quality of justice which meets every. obligation 
without discrimination or evasion. 





PERU AND OHILI. 


TREATING FOR THE RETURN OF THE 
PROVINCES OF TACNA AND ARICA. 


VALPARAISO, Nov. 2.—It is reported from San- 
tiago that the Peruvian Minister, Sefor Don 
Carlos Elias, has opened negotiations with the 
Chilian Government having for their object 
the liberation of the provinces of Tacna and 
Arica. 

By the treaty of peace between Chili and 
Peru signed at Ancén in 1883 the surrender of 
the province of Tarapac& to Chili was agreed 
to, and also that the provinces of Arica and 
Tacna should remain under Chilian rule for ten 
years, at theend of which period the inhabit- 
ants of these two provinces should decide by a 
plebiscite whether they should belong to the 
Republic of Peru or of Chili, the republic re- 
taining them undertaking to pay $10,000,0U0 
to the other. The majority by far of the inhab- 
ltants of toe provinces in question still consider 
themselves Peruvian, althouxh under Chilian 
rule, and it is believed that the Peruvian Gov- 
ernment is anxious to anticipate the settlement 
of the question by the payment of the sum 
agreed upon. 

It is stated that the answer of the Chilian 
Government is favorable tg an early settlement 
on the terms proposed, but demands the immedi- 
ate paymentof the $10,000,000, This may cause 
some delay In the negotiations, as Peru is not in 
@ position to accede to this demand. However, 
with the conclusion of the Grace contract and 
the improved tivancial condition of tho country 
10 is possible that this may be arranged shortly. 





GOV. FORAKERS DENIAL, 


HE DECLARES THAT HE IS NOT IMPLI- 
CATED IN THE BALLOT BOX CASE. 


CoLUMBUS, Ohio, Dec. 4.—The disclosures last 
night in the R. G. Wood ballot box case in Cin- 
cinnati, in which it is alleged the most prom- 
inent Republicans in the State are either implt- 
cated or knew of the forgery, have created 
another sensation. The name of Gov, Foraker 
has been brought out in connection with the 
alleged disclosures of Wood. ‘This afternoon 
Gov. Foraker telegraphed the managing editor 
of the Anqutrer as follows: 

**T have just read the article about the ballot 
box forgery appearing in to-day’s znquirer and 
am prowpted by it to say to you that no human

‘FLAMES ON A STEAMBOAT 


THR NARROW BSOAPE OF THB 
PROPELLER NEWBUORG. \ 
HER PASSENGERS AND CREW ESCAPED, 
BUT IT TOOK TWO HOURS TO PUT 
OUT THE FIRE IN THE CABIN. } 


The Hudson River steamer Newburg of the. 
Homer Ramsdell Line narrowly escaped being: 
burned last night, and the hundred orso pas- 
sengers and crew wo started on board her for 
the trip to Newburg from this city had ample 
occasion to thank their lucky stars that they'got 
off without loss of life. 

Fhe Newburg left her pier at the foot of 
Franklin-street at 5:30 o’clock yeaterday after- 
noon. She had a heavy cargo of treight, and 
about sixty passengers. As the steamer’s head 
was pointed up the riverthe thirty-three men 
in the crew were busy at their respective sta- 
tions, and the passengers were crowded around 
the purser’s office, in tre after part of the boat, 
buying their tickets and getting staterooms and 
berths. The cabin in the forward part of the 
boat was thus left with few occupants. In fact, 
when the boat was between Twenty-eighth and 
Thirtieth strects: there was only one young man 
in the passengers’ cabin. 

When the Newburg had reached this poing 
this young man emerged from the cabin ang 
with an extremely lusty pair of lungs yelled 
“Fire! Fire! Fire!” For a wonder, no on€ 
thought he meant there wasa fire on board. . 
As one of the passengers said, he was such @ 
crazy-looking chap that noone paid much at~- 
tention to him. 

However, Chief Engineer Caplis wens forward 
as a matter of precaution. He started for the 
cabin, and at once came to the conclusion tha{ 
the young man was not crazy. Smoke wag 
pouring up out of the oabin at such a rate that 


Capliis found it dificult work getting down iutd 
it. He was reinforced by Second Mate Merritt 

who rushed forward, seized two bugkets of 
water, got into the cabin, and managed to pou 

the water on abiazing bulkhead before he 
was forced to retreat. The fire was blazing 
flercely in the after end of the cabin. where a 
partition separated it from the engine and boiler 


room. 

All this had taken only a few minutes, and 
the boat was now blowing her whisile at a 
great rate to call help. The tug Interstate, 
which was passing up the river, ran alongside 
apd got out two lines of hose, from which 
powerful streams were poured Into the cabin of 
the Newburg. Two streams from the Newburg’s 
engine room were got into play by theengmeers, 
but with four heavy streams playing on the blaz-< 
ing woodwork the fire still seemed to make head< 
way. By this time the boat, which had been 
running ahead ail the time, was in the neigh- 
borhood of Fiftieth-street, Capt. Beattie now 
came to the conclusion that the fire was going 
to gain, in spite of ali he could do, 

Up to this time there had beeu no panic. 
Passengers and crew bad remajned cool and 
collected, the crew working at their top notch 
and thegpassengers possibly not realizing that so 
near shore, and with river craft in sight, they 
were really in danger. Bat now a negro, driven 
crazy by the tire, rushed about raising a great 
hullabaloo, shrieking, and then dropping on his 
knees to pray. His fear was contagious, and 
the passengers began to show aigns of agita- 
tion. 

Capt. Beattie ran alongside the pier in process 
of construction at the foot of Fifty-eighth- 
street. The tug Manhattan at this moment 
came up and the passengers scrambled off the 
Newburg, some to the pier and some to the tug- 
boat. Those who were on the untinisned pier, 
which is not connected with the shore, were taken 
across the channel by the tug and emall boats, 
and without more delay went down to Forty< 
second-street, where they took the ferry acrosa 
the river, and continued their journey on the 
West Shore Road. 

Watchman Perry of the Dock Department had, 
in the meantime, sent in an aiarm, which was 
responded to by Hook and Ladder Com- 
pavy Ne 4, trom  Eighth-avenue and 
Forty-eighth-street, and by Engine Com- 
pany No 23, from West Fifty-eizhth- 
street. These cOmpanies managed to get 
down to the foot of Fifty-cighth-street 
in some way, thongh a rougher section of coun- 
try would be hard to imugine. ‘The firaboats 
Zophar Mills and W. F. Hayemeyer anc the po- 
lice boat Patrol also came up. Withall the pow- 
erful streams which it was thus possible to 
throw into the cabin it took two hours to get 
the best of the fire, and the firemen were busy 
up to 10 o’clock. When the tire was out there 
was four feet of water in the steamer’s hold. 

The tire had been confined to the cabin and 
the deck over it, and the freight on board was 
saved from serivus damage, though some of it 
is likely to be found damaged cuasiderably by 
water. The damage to the boat itself was 
estimated to be about $5,000, covered by in- 
surance. A better place to run in could 
not have been found aiong the river than the 
solid stone pier at the foot of Fifty-eighsb-street. 
This and the fact that the tire happened 
within reach of the city Fire Department made 
it possible to save the boat with such scompara- 
tively light loss. The cause of the fire can 
pretty safely be traced to the engine room or the 
boiler room. 

The Newburg is a new boat, having ‘been 
built for tne Ramadell Line in 1886 at Phila- 
delphia by Neatie & Levy. She is ascrew 
propeller, 210 feet long, 42 feet wide over 
all, and 730 tons burden. She has a good 
record fo” speed, having made sixty miles 
in three hours and fifty minutes, not meluding 
stops, She will probably not be put in service 
again this Winter, as she would have been laid 
off anyway on Jan. 1.

LEGISLATION FOR THE FAIR 


THE BILL TO BE PRESENTED 
TO CONGRESS. 

GENERAL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

ADOPTS THE MEASURE OF THE SUB- 

COMMITTEE—THE FUND. 


The General Executive Committee of the 
World’s Fuir met at its office in Tar Times 
Building yesterday afternoon. Tne session was 
taken up with discussing the bill to be submit- 
ted to Congress prepared by the Committee 
on Lezislation. A sub-committee composed of 
W. C. Whitney, Elihu Root, ana Chauncey M. 
Depew drew up the bill, and, atter- being ap- 
proved by the Committee on Legislation, the 
document was passed on to the General Execu- 
tive Committee. The bill was carefully consid- 
ered section by section, A few changes were 
mude in its sentences and it was finally adopted. 

Tbis resolution of Mr. Whitney’s was also 
adopted: 


ore That a copy of this bill be transmitted 
to each o the Senators and members of Congress 
from this State, together with a copy of the pam- 
phlet containing the statutes heretofore passed in 
Similar Cases, and that they be requested to select 
from their number a committee to act in matters 
relating to such proposed legistation. 


Copies of the pamphlets and the bill will be 
sent to-day to the members of the General Com- 
mittee. Mayor Grant presided at yesterday’s 
meeting, and the menibers present were W. O. 
Whitney, G G. Haven, John Bogart, E. D. 


Adams, J. C. Calhoun, ex-Mayor Cooper, Henry 
R. Towse, J. M. Bowers, Charies A. Moors, O, 
8. Smith, Thomas F. Ryan, Eiihu Root, and G, 
opener The firat section of the act is as 
‘olluws: : 


“ Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That in cel«bration of the four 
hundredth anniversary of the discovery of America 
by Columbus an internatioual exhibition of arts, 
sciences. manafactures, and products of the soil, 
Thine, Ani seabe held under the direction of the 
United States International Commission, a corpora. 
tion created by this act for suck purpos: in the city 
of New-York, in the State of New-York, to be in- 
aucurated ip the year 1892. and to be continued #0 
jong as shall be in the judgment of said commission 
advantageous, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained, and subject alwaye to the supervision 
and under the’ auspices of the Government of the 
United States.” 


Section 2 provides for a commission to con- 
sist of two Commissioners from each State and 
one from each Territory of the Union, together 
with Mayor Grant and the other members of 
the General Committee as the iatter is now con- 
stituted. This body is to be designated as the 
United States International Commission. Its 
functions will continue until the close of the ex- 
hbibiion. One of the duties of the commission 
will be to fix the precise date of the Fatr. It 
will also prepare and superintend and manage 
the exhibition “within the corporate limits of 
the eity of New-York.” 

The commission will have a corporate exist, 
ence, Own a seal of its own, and may “ pur- 
chase, take, have, and hold, and may grant, sell- 
and at pleasure dispose of all such real and per- 
sonal estate as may be required in order to 
carry into effect the provisions of this act.” 

The Commissioners will be appointed within 
sixty days from the passage of the act by the 
President, upon the nomination of the Govern- 
ors of the States and Territories respectively. 
The appointment for the District of Columbia 
will be made by the President. The appoint- 
ment of an equal number of aiternate Commis- 
sioners 1s provided for. Other sections provide: 

“ That the said United States International Com- 
mission shall hold its meetings in the city of New- 
York, and that a majority of members present at 
the first meetings p:ovided for in Section 9 shall 
be competent for the transaction of business, and 
the commission shall indicate by by-law the num. 
ber requisite thereafter fora quorum. The com- 
mission shall have iull power to make all needtul 
rnies for its government, andto appoint such ofii- 
cers as in its judgment shall be advisable. 

“ That the said commission shall submit to Con- 
gress for their consideration, as soon as practicable 
after the appointment of Commissioners as herein 
provided, a suitible date for opening and closing 
the exhibition, a schedule of appropriate cere- 
mnies fur opening and dedicating tle same, the 
requisite Custom House regulations for the intro- 
auction into this country of any articles from for- 
eign countries intended for exhibition, and such 
other m.tters as in their judgment may be im- 
portant. 

“That whenever the President of the United 
States shall be informed by the Governor of the 
State of New-York that provision has been made 
for grounds and buildings for the uses herein pro- 
vided ior, the President, if after due examination 
he shall deem the preparations adequate, shall, 
through the Department of State, make proclama- 
tion of the same, sevting forth the time at which the 
exhibition will open and close, and the place at 
which it will be held; and he shall communicate to 
the diplomatic representatives of all nations copies 
of the same, together with such regulations as may 
be adopted by the commission, for publication in 
their respective countries, and shall in behaif of the 
Government and people invite the foreign nations 
to take partin the said exhibition, and appoint rep- 
Treseutatives thereto. 

“That the said commission shall have anthority 
and is hereby empowered to receive subecriptions 
of capital stock to an amount not exceeding 
$20,000,000, to be divided into shares of $10 each, 
and said commission shall issue to the subscribers 
ot the stock certificates therefor, under its corpo- 
Pate seal, which certificates shall bear the signatures 
of its President or one of its Vice Presidents and 
Secretary or Assistant Secretary and Treasurer or 
Assistant Treasurer, and be transferable under 
such rales 4nd regulations as may be prescribed 
for the purpose.”’ 


The commission will be empowered to receive 
the subscriptions to the preliminary and guar- 
antee funds contained in the books issued by 
the General Committee of the Fair. The proceeds 
of the stock subscriptions and moneys from all 
other sonrees are to be used to erect buildings 
and to provide for all necessary expeniitures. 
Section 9 provides for the calling together of the 
commission by the Secretary of State in this 
city after the appofntment of its members. The 
commission will open subscription books for 
sixty days, and then elect se permanent Presi- 
dent, a Secretary, and a Treasurer. The share- 
holders can elect twenty-five en 
who, with the executive officers of the commis- 
sion, will be a Committee on Finance. 

Sections 11, 12, and 13 say: 

“It shall be the duty of the Committee of Finance 
80 selected io select stitable depositories for the 
deposit of all moneys received for said commission; 
to devise methois for raising funds forthe com. 
mission with which to carry out the provisions of 
this act; to confer and advise with the commission 
gs to all contracts to be made involving the expend- 
iture of moneys; to carefully audit all accouhts; to 
recommend a system of checks and safeguards, 
with a view of enforcing econoniy and efficiency iu 
the financial administration of the said commis- 
sion, and to make full reports to the commission at 
least every three months. Itshail also be the duty 
of said Committee on Finance, from time to time, as 
occasion may require, to open books for further 
subscriptions to the capital stock, and to take all 
measures that are needful to secure a collection of 
the same, using, if necessary, the name of the com- 
mission for the purpose, but the moneys so collected 
shall at all times be subject to control of the com- 
mission. 

“ The officers of said commission and the mem- 
bers of said Committee of Finance shal! hold their 
res) ective positions for the term of one year from 
the «ay of their election, and until their successors 
are duly elected and qualified, before the expira- 
tion of which term, and for each year during which 

‘the commission shall exist, a new election shall be 
held at such time and place as said commission 
shall designate by public notice, and in the mode 
following, to wit: The members of the Committee 
of Finance shall first be elected by the sharehold- 
ers. immediately after which the Commission shall 
proceed to the election of its officers, Any person 
elected as a member of said Committee of Finance 
or 4n officer of said commission shall be eligible to 
re-election. 

“The United States International Commission 
shall prepare a classification of exhibits, and shall 
appoint all judges ani examiners, guards and other 
suvordinate officers of the exhibition and award all 
premiums, and generally have charge of allinter- 
eourse with the representatives of forvign nations. 
It may, atany regular meeting, electan Executive 
Committee, which, under the regulation of the com- 
Mission, shall have full power to act in its stead.” 

The commission will be authorized to issue 
bonds and prepare certificates of stock. When 
the exhibition shall nave been closed the com- 
mission will, after eettling ite liabilitics, divide 
ita remaining assets among the stockholders 
pro rata. Reporte from time to time of the 
progress of the World’s Fair work will be maie 
to the President of the United States. The 
éommission’s existence will not last longer than 
Jan. 1, 1898. 


Sections 19, 20, and 21 provide: 


“That the United states shail not in any manner 
nor under any circumstances be liable for any of 
the acts, doings, pecerennes. or representations of 
the aaid Commission, its officers, agents, servants, 
or employes, or any of them, or for tle services, sal- 
aries, labors, or wages of said officers, agents, serv- 
ants, or employes, or any of then, or for any suab- 
scriptions to tue capital stock, or \or any certificates 
of siock, bonds, mortgages, or obligations of any 
kind issued by, said commission, or for any debts, 
Habilities, or expenses of anv kind whatever attend. 
ing suoh Commission or exhibition, or accraing by 
reason of the same. 

“ Congress m»y at any time alter, amend, or re- 
peal this act, as in its judgment the public good 
shall require: provided that nothing in this act 

» coutained stall bo construed to require the Gov- 
ernor of any State to appoint the Commissioners 
proviced for in Section 2, nor shall said Commis- 
sioners or any of them incurany liability for their 
failure or reitisal to accept such position or perform 
the duties thereof. 

* Not less than five million dollars shall be sub- 
scribed, and not less than 10 per centum thereof 
shall be paid in before said corporation shall do any 
corporate act other than the acts nocessary to ite 
organizativn. And no partof the capital stock of 
aseote of said corporation shiall be w:thdrawa by, or 
refunded to, or divided among the stockhrejders, or 
any of them, niutil all the debts and habilities of 
gaid corporation siali be fully discharged.” 


The memorial which will be sent to Washing- 
ten with the bill iteelf was returned yesterday 
to the Committee on Lecislation for correction. 
No action has been yet taken about sending a 
delegation to Washington. It seems tobe the 
desire ot the General Committee not to estab- 
lish any, ieadquarters at the capital. James

LAYING A CORNERSTONE 


THE NEW HOUSE OF THH 
OLDEST GERMAN OLUB. 

A HANDSOMS §sTRUOCTURE—THE HI#- 
TORY. OF THE CLUB AS SKETCHED 
BY PRESIDENT MOTZ. 

The Deutscher Verein, which, being trans- 
lated, méans German Olub, yesterday after- 
noon laid thé dornerstoné of its new club- 
house, on Fifty-ninth-street and Sixth-avenus, 
the erection of which marks an important 
pefiud in the life of the organization. The 





will have a front of 75 feet on Fifty-ninth- 
street, facing Cehtral Park, a depth of 110 feet, 
and will be five stories high above thé basenient. 
The facade of the building Will be in the Ital- 
ian Renaissance style, constructed of buff Indal- 
ana limestone, the arcliitecture being massive 
through the basement and first story and 
lighter in gharaéter above. The upper stories 
will bé surmounted by the arms of the club afd 
the seals of the city and State of New: York, elab- 
orately Garved in stone. The fifth story will bé 
crowned by a@ projéoting and richly-carved 
cornice and balustrade of stone, 
The lower portion of the house, indltiding part 
of the second story, will be tised for olub pur 
poses, and the remainder for apartments. The 
first floor Will ba five fedt above thé sidewalk, 
and contain reading, reception, and card rooms, 
atia 4 large dining hail, with two private din- 
ing rooms adjoising, Which dafi be thrown into 
one large hall for festive occasions. All the 
rooms on the main floor, including the hall, open 
into each other, to the best advantage for recep- 
tions and like occasions. The main ball will be 
finished in hard wood, with 4 wainscoting of 
marble ana a floor of marble mosaic, The other 


rooms On the first floor will be finished in bard 
wood after special desizns, The cornices and 
ceiliugs of this floor will be elaborate. 

The piercing cold did not prevent the attenda- 
ance of a good representation of the substan- 
tial men who torm the club at the ceremonies 
yesterday. Without muoh delay the tin box 
Was deposited in the great white limestone, 
which has the place of honor in the building, 
and the stones was lowered to its place, The 
box dehtained the New-York morning néws- 
papers of yesterday. the by-laws of the club, the 
names of the Building Committee, the address 
of President Motz, and sumples of the coins 
and paper monéy Of the yresent day. The fact 
that the newspapera!contain President Harrt- 
son's first annual message was spoken of as an 
immaterial incivent. The fames of the Bu1ld- 
ing Committee are as follows: Ferdinand Motz, 
B. Wendt, William Steinway, Henry Villard, 
William Helmrath, William Schall, Frederick 
‘Muller, Julius A. Strasberg, William Baum- 
oo Robert Bebr, Dr. L. Weber, and Anton 

ever. 

When tbe ceremony over the cornerstone had 
been concluded, President Motz delivered the 
address. Referring to the history uf the olub, 
he said: “ It was, indeed, a very happy thought 
to postpone the cause of our present mecsting 
to this, the furty-seventh birthday of our 
Verein, No event in the long History of our 
club can be compared in importance aud gratt- 
fying nature to the act juat pow performed, the 
laying of ‘the cornerstone of our new building. 
It is & Manifestation of our oWn strength, the 
consciousness to be able to create something 
which not only in its material form is to be 
beautiful and pleasing to the eye, bit which 
also in its intrinsic worth and filness shall be 
to that material form in every way a fitting 
counterpart. But two beatitiful characteristics 
which have belonged to our olub since ita firet 
inception we will be sure to take with us to 
our new home anit install them there so thom 
quehly that they may for ail tinie continue to 
be the fundamental principjes of our nature. 
They are the German cordiali'y and joviality.” 

President Motz referred to the meetiiig of 
a few men on Vee: 4, 1842, at Delnionico’s, 76 
Brvad-street, with the purpose to form @ social 
club. The organizers were Otto Andre, A. Hen- 
schel, ©. Meleita, Wilhelm Maus, B. Kanxel- 
maun, Theodore Grienéenthal, Herman Boker, 
William von Eichthal, August Belmont, Oarl 
Jay, Dr. Gescheidt, Edward. Kaupe, G. W, 
Krueger, Charles Lueling, Schoper, and 
Anton Schefer. The ey stéps in organ- 
ization were then taken, and in the next few 
mouths several other names Were added to the 
list. Oct, 28, 1843, there were forty-two mem- 
bera, and @ fesolution was adopted declaring 
the club permanent. Quartters wére taken at 
the corner of Beaver and Sotth William 
streets, and on the 4th of Noveéinhter 
1843, by-laws Were adopted déélaring that 
“thia society, foundet Dec. 4, 194 
hears the tame of ‘ Deutacher Vereéin.’ 
William Loeschigk was elected first President 
and G. vom Bauer first Treasurer. The club 
continued with greater or léss prosperity dntt! 
1848, when new interest Was aroused, a hotise 
taken, 122 Uhambers-street, on a lense of sev- 
eral years, and great prosperity followed. On 
May 1, 1853, the cla moved to 104 Fourth- 
avenue, and in 1862 ithad grown so much that 
the house adjoining Had to be leased to give it 
more room. Another removal was eventuall 
made hecessory, and ifn June, 1874, the clu 
went to 13, 15, and 17 Wést Twenty-fourth- 
street, where it built a large dining room in 
addition to thes6 houses, and Where it how is. 
President Motz added: 

“We had thus arranged for amiplé accommodation, 
and thought this would fally answer the club’s re- 
quirements for along time to come, In the coursé 
of pes however, it became appatent that tlie 
unity created among the Germans abroad through 
the restoration of the German Kmpire would also 
induce closer ties of fellowship and appreciation 
among thé Gernians here, and so it hap: ened. Once 
started, the movement apres rapidly, and soon 
thereafter the firm establishment of a warm frater- 
nity between all Germans was the happy result. In 
other German social clubs of this city the propriety 
was thereupon suggested to a6 once meet this 
altered state of circumstances by erecting 
commodions buildings of their wh p- 
town. . We can all quite well remember how tim- 
idly those propositions were at fifst recéiyed, 
and how the glorioussuccess of these un‘ertakings 
far exceeded the. most sanguine expectations, 
Unfortunately we Were notin a condition to avail 
ourselves of this happy impulse, becanse any 
considerable growth of the club was made prohib- 
itive, Owing to & proportionate want of space in our 
three old-fashioned houses, and owing to thé tact 
that we were bound to them by contract for still 
quite a number of years.

THRLEH WOMEN WOUNDED. 


ONE DEATH RESULTS FROM AN ITALIAN 
TENEMENT HOUSE QUARREL. 


Thrée women Were shot yesterday during s 
quafrel on the top floor of the I.alian tenement 
house af 69 James-street atid one of them died 
in a few minutes after receiving her wound. 
Six persons were engaged in the quarfel. On 
one sidé wefe the thres women, on the other 
two wen and one woman. All goncérfned were 
Italians. 

All the firing was doné by tlie sécond party. 
When the smoke cleared away the three women 
weré all wounded, on6 mortally, two buliets 
having piefced her lung abd Heart. She Was 
Eniilia Varallo, aged twenty-six, the wife of an 
Italian réstaurant keeper at 7 Jamés-street. 


The sécond wothan Wounded was her aged 
mother, Patrouilla Berci#, Who had 4 bullet in 
her left shotilder, and the thitd woman was 
Maria Corase, her sister. Mrs, Varalilo died in a 
few minutes. The two fief, Antofiio Buquto 
and Giuseppe Scantono, who were coicerned in 
the shooting escaped, but Asunda Buquto, the 
wife of one of theth, Was Gapiiired by the police. 
She ts said to have shot Mrs. Varailo. : 

The murder seems to have been the result of 
& quarrel, in which jealousy and rage at having 
been refused a loan had a part. 

Buguto is said by his countrymen to be a dés- 
pérate character. About a year and a haif ago, 
when penniless, he was béfriendéd by Varallo 
and his mother-iu-law, and ran up a board bill 
for $50, which he promiséd to pay ae soon as 
possible. He went 10 Tetitessee, where he 
worked as foreman ovér & gang of Italian 
lavorefs, Whom he cheated ont of their pay. 
When his etiployer took lim to task Buqu 
threatened to shoot him. Buqato had married 
@ woman who represetited terself as a widow. 
Subsequently it turned out that her husban 
was still living in Italy. 

On their feturn to this city Buquto and his 
wife put up at Mrs, Bercia’s. They constantly 
wrangled about the woman's first husband, and 
on Tuesday evening they folight aad began 
siashbing the furniture. 

Yestétday moruing an Italian informiea, Va- 
rallo that the Buqutos Weré again quarreling. 
Mrs, Varallo took her child ana htrMed to her 
mother. Mr. Varallo followed, and on entering 
tbe house heard shots and the screams of women 
He fan ofit for an officer, atid when hé returned 
with a couple he saw his wife lying on the floor: 
dying, and his mother-in-law and sister-in-law 
badly woufidéd. The male assailants had fied 
and Mrs. Buquto had hid herseif under the bed. 
The wounded women wete taken to Chaimhbers- 
Street Hospital, where they said that the guex, 
rel had partiy arisen from Mra. Beréia’s réfusal 
to 1l6tid Buquato $400 t6 open @ grocefy store. 

Deputy Coroner Jenkins made an adtopsy oh 
the body of the murdéred woman. He found 
tliat she had been shot twice, and that éither of 
the shots would have béen fatal. Mre Buquto 
was taken to the lombs, where she Wad retiand- 
ed for 6xatiination. 
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SWINDLED BY FORGERS.

THREE BOGUS CHECKS CASHED BY THL 
LINCOLN NATIONAE BANK, 

Sonie skillfal forgers are operating in ttils 
city and all efforts of the policé to capture them 
have so far proved futile, Rudolph A, Hof- 
froann, a saloon keépér at Sixth-aVehiie and 
Forty-thifd-street, is the last object of their at- 
tention, and the Lincoln Nationai Bank mourns 
the loss of about $500 inthe operation. The 
discovery that Mr. Hofmann’s account was 
overdrawn, and thé accidéntal meeting of Hof- 
mann and the bookkeépet Of thé bank proba- 
wy saved the bank a mueb larger loss: 

ofmann tells thé stéry of this acquaintance 
with the forcers a8 follows: A wéék ago last 
Monday a well-dressed man about thirty years 
of agé entered his saloon and, claiming te be an 
old patron of thé éstablishinent, asked Hot- 
mann to dive him acheck for $15 in exchangé 
for cash, which he saii he wanted to send away 
by mail.

Nothing more 
was thought of tbe affair anti! the meeting of 
Hofmann and the bookkeeper some days later. 
Thén tt was diseovered that three Gheoks pur- 
porting to have been drawn by KR. A. Hotmatn 
to the order of Jehn Wilhams, aguregating 
$465, had been presented at the bank and paid. 

Hofmann, upon sight of the chéoks, pro- 
notinced them forgeries, and a mi¢roscopisé ex- 
atbination showed that the signatttrés hal besn 
skillfully traeed. The bank otticers feel partic- 
ularly sore over the matter, as it is; they claim, 
their first loss in sich a manner.

BLOOKS IN BROADWAY. 
‘ i ood 

A SEVERE FROST MAY CONTINUE THE 

TROUBLE INDEFINITELY. 


There are indications in the present cool 
bréezés from the torthwest that the city is 
800n té be subjedted to more annoyances be- 
catise of the tearing up of the streets. Although 
the Board of Electrical Control and the Phenix 
Sonstruction Company claim all sorts of it pos- 
sible things in building the subways, even these 
gentlemen regard with some anxiety the sud- 
den shrinking of the thermometer below the 
freezing point and a possible continuance or 
repetition of the cold weather before the 
trenches along Broadway are filled up. 

The effect of the cold was evident to the most 
ossuial obséiver who strolled slong Broadway 
yéeterduy. Thé frost has got deep into the 
mounds of dirt which had been heaped up, and 
théy Were as solid as though they were pilea of 
wéll-set cémetit. The steam from the adjoining 
steam pipes forced itself into the suvway 
trenches ana eithet blinded the men or prevent+ 
ed thé continuands of thé Work of all but the 
most hardy of the workingmen. When any fill- 
ing-in Was dofie by the lavorérs they were com- 
pelled td a6 picks upon the frozen mounds and 
then pack the lumps of 6a:th into the excava- 
tions as best they could. In stvh places as 
were repaired under thesé cunditions, there- 
fore, the first heavy truck which passed over 
the stone blocks drove them duwn to @ dis- 
tance of from tive to eight inches below 
the etrest level. There Was difficulty encoun- 
tered in nsing the mortar and cémeat which are 
part of the necessities for perfect construction, 
The temperature Was low enough to make the 
tmvisture in them congeal with great rapidity, 
and the masons found the difficulties of work- 
ing with them Well«nigb insurinountable. 

At the otlices of the | heenix Codstruction Com- 
pauy, at 18 cortlanat-sireet,one of the membre 
Of the ehief engineer's department said it an- 
8wer to a question whether the present weather 
Would delay the completion of the work along 
Broadway tiiat he believed it Would to a slight 
degree, ‘‘In the present cold, which is by no 
means severe,” be said, ‘the workingmen are 
enabled to go on with their task, and particu- 
larly with the working of cement. ahd mortar, 
by tising either a Hitie Warm water or salt in 
the mixing. In this way they niay avoid tle 
direct action of the frost. There would be 
s6in6 delay in the setting of both the cement 
and midrtar should either Warm water or salt be 
udéd, bit thé cliaracter of the fesults would be 
in HO sénsé changed.” 

“Th Case thete should come several days of 
freezing température, what would the con- 
striction company do with the present work in 
Broadway?’ was asked. 

“Tt is doubtful if the work would be oon- 
tinued. Tnhé men wWoiild stop and the continu- 
ation of the trench work woulda be delayed.” 

“ How long!” 

“Indéfinitely, of coursé. If would depend 
eutirély upon the eontinuance of the vold 
weather.” 

Whilé the city is waiting to see what effect 
thé frost will have pon the subways, there was 
down town yesterday, between Maiden-lane 
and Bowling Green, an intermivable tangle of 
tracks afid horse cars. The block was not oe- 
casioned directly by the pressure of traffic on 
thé ¢reat thoroughiare, for the truckmen have 
sought to relieve this as much as possible by 
golug up aud down town by way of the side 
streets. The trouble was caused by the neces- 
sity of Grossing the city. The board eoverings 
to the 6xcaVations at each bluek bend threaten- 
ingly benéath the weizht of the heavy drays, 
aud flie result is very siow ah careful driving 
ny the draywen. The narrowness of the crossings 
doés hut permit ef more than one vebiele being 
on them at a time, and the annoyance and dan- 
gér Of blocks are consequently increased ip dodg- 
ing the Horse oars. Once there is acvelay ona 
crossing the difficulties of untaueling it are in- 
tetisified by the absence of any space along the 
side of the ip-town car tracks, and s0, as the 
traffic inéréases in the afternoon, the bloeks be- 
cutie MOfs aid Moré annoying.

SECRETARY WINDOM SAYS THAT THE 
COMMISSIONERS MUST DECIDE. 


President Ridgway and Emigration Commis- 
siobers Starr and Stephetison, who visited Cas 
tlé Garden yesterday afternoon, were in high 
good humor over a communication which had 
been received from the Secretary of the Trea 
ury in relation to the Gardner and Mansolft 
cases. The Comniissioners claim that the letter 
from Secretary Windom practically indorses 
thsir action in their recent contests with Col- 
lector Erhardt. They say that although it does 


not refer to the Other cases in dispute, it prac- 
tically says that they are thie ones to decid 
whether an immigrant is capable of taking eare 
of himeaecli; Upot the strength of this the Com- 
missioners claim first blood in the fight with 
thé Collector. The communication from See- 
retary Windom was addressed to President 
Ridgway, and ran as follows: 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, Dec. 8. 

Ei Ll. hidgway, President: 

The dépatiment received your letter of Nov. 30 
asking instructions in the cases of Elizabeth 
Mansolf and Juonn &. Gardner. In the case of Mra, 
Mansolf, who was detained as insane at Ward’ 
Island on her return from Germany, it appears tha 
her sou says that he will, if permitted, take het 
home with him to Meriden, Conn., » here his tather 
ani himself will care for her, As the case is under 
your personal observation, it is for you to deter.

her and save her from becoming a public charge, 
It} Gariiner’s case it is for y. a to determine whether 
he is strong and healthy, and is likely to make his 
way with his wifé and six children.

case of this kind entirely to your judgment.

SIGNALS WHEN OWING. 


THE RULE AS ADOPTED BY THE MA- 
RINE CONFERENCE, 


Wasnincron, Dec. 4.—When the Internation- 
al Marine Conference met to-day it immediate- 
ly proceeded to the consideration of the amend- 
ment proposed yesterday by Capt. Richard of 
France to Section G of Article KIL in the adidi- 
tional report of the Committee on Sound Sig- 

als. his amendment proposed to compe) sail- 

& vessels towing to make the same signals as 
steam vessels towing. After considerabie dis- 
cussion the amendment was adopted, Several 


other amevdments to the section were provers 
and accepted, and, as finally adopted, it reads 
as follows: 

** A steam vessel and a sailing vessel, when towing, 
shall, instead of the signals provided tor in See. 
tions A and © of this article, at intervals of not 
more than two minutes. sound ou the whistle, 
siren, or fog horn, three blasts in succession, name- 
ly, ove prolouged Dilast, followed by two short 
Diasts. A vessel towel may also give this signal 
on her fog horn, but not on her whistle or siren,” 

When the conference reassembled, after re- 
cess, it proceeded with the consideration of 
Section H in Article X11. in the additional report 
of the Committee on Sound Signals, aud it was 
adopted as follows: 

“ A steam vessel wishing to indicate to another 
‘the way is off my ship: you may feel your way 
past me,’ may sound on her whistie or siren three 
blasts, viz., short, Jong, short, with intervals of 
about one second between them.” 

Several of the delegates wanted a special fog 
signal for vessels not under command or ves- 
sels jaying or picking up telegraph cables, and 
to this end a delegate presented a resolution 
embodying this proposition as the sense of the 
conference. The resoiution was adopted by a 
vote of 15 to 4. No signal, however, was 
chosen, and the work of selecting it was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Sound Signals, after 
which the conference adjourned until to-mor- 
row.

‘Associate Justice.of the Supreme Court to 
fill the vacancy caused by the death of Mr. 
STANLEY MaTrurws is to be-heartily com- 
mended. Judge Davip.J. BREWER of Kan- 


‘sas is still in the prime of life, being only 


fifty-two years of age, and has-had a long 
{judicial experience. In 1884, after serving 
‘fourteen years on the Supreme Bench, he 
was appointed Circuit Judge-of Kansas for 
the Eighth Circuit, which includes the 
‘States of Minnesota, Iowa, Nebraska, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, and Arkansas. There is no 
question of his ability or integrity, and 
_igome of his recent decisions nnder the 
prohibition and railroad questions raised 
jn Kansas and Iowa in connection with 
‘Federal jurisdiction have attracted wide 
attention. The appointment leaves the 
trepresentation upon the Supreme Bench 
‘rather unequally distributed, giving the 
‘States included mm the Eighth Circuit two 
‘Judges, MILLER and BREWER, while those 
‘in the Fourth have none; but the Sixth 
‘formerly had two, MaTTHEWS and HaRLan, 
and before the death of Chief Justice 
‘wWwarre three. Justice MILLER, who is 
seventy-three years-of.age and has been on 
ithe bench since 1862, is not unlikely to re- 
'tire before very long, while both BRADLEY 
‘and Frexp are entitled by age and length 
of service to do so whenever they see fit, 
sith a continuance of their salaries for life. 
Judge BREWER’s appointment is-distinctly 
‘one that will strengthen the Supreme

The Senate has begun its work of pro- 
posing legislation with great zeal, 500 bills 
being submitted yesterday. Mr. SHER- 
MAN’s familiar measure regarding trusts 
was brought out, and Mr. Grora@s of Mis- 
sissippi produced another, and Mr. Buatk, 
with his unfailing hopefulness, proposed 
two amendments to the Constitution—one 
for abolishing intemperance and the other 
for woman’s suffrage. When the proper 
time comes, hours and days of the session 
will be consumed in “debating” these 
propositions, and then they will ‘‘go the 
way to dusty death” in the pigeonholes of 
the Senate committees. But they will 
have served their only real purpose in giv- 
ing the New-Hampshire Senator an op- 
portunity to repeat and expound the 
speeches with which he is as_ heavily 
charged as a “live wire” with electricity. 


It is to be presumed that the World’s 
Fair Committee on Legislation gave care- 
ful study to the question of the organiza- 
tion which is to have the management and 
control of the fair, but it seems as though 
the International Commission provided for 
in the bill to be presented to Congress will 
be an unwieldy and slow-moving body. 
The only way in which it can be expected 
to act with promptness and efficiency is by 
delegating its powers pretty fully to a 
compact Executive Committee, as_ it 
would be authorized to do. The 
bill proposes to incorporate the pres- 
ent General Committee, together with 
two Commissioners from each of the States 
and one from each Territory, to be appointed 
by the President on the nomination of the 
Governors of the respective States and 
Territories. Sixty days after the passage of 
the act would be allowed for the appoint- 
ments, and then the first meeting would 
have to be called and a deal of preliminary 
work disposed of. In view of the short- 
ness of the time for preparation it seems as 
though a more compact organization should 
have been provided for. The bill provides 
that the international exhibition shall be 
* inaugurated in the year 1892,” whatever 
“inagurated” may mean, but leaves the 
date of its opening and closing to be deter- 
mined by the commission. 








Just after the Boston fire we pointed out 
the mischief that was done by the institu- 
tion of insurance and the consequent re- 
sponsibility that lay on the underwriters 
to enforce the precautions that owners, re- 
lying on their insurance, neglected to take. 
The admonition receives fresh point from 
the extraordinary demand for insurance 
that has been made in the manufacturing 
cities of Massachusetts since the fires of 
Lynnand Boston. Every underwriter knows 
that the business of insurance is too large- 
ly speculative, and that the premium, 
lowered by competition, is set off against 
a degree of risk to which it is entirely 
disproportionate. The more conservative 
underwriters ought toinsist upon setting up 
@ stricter standard and letting the public 
know what companies refuse to act upon 
it. The Boston fire revealed very plainly 
that buildings were left to burn because 
they were insured which, in a proper con- 
dition of the business, would not have 
been insurable. 

MR. WINDOM’S REPORT. 
The report of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury presents nothing new or especially in- 
teresting except what he has to say about 
silver, and this is decidedly interesting, not 
to say startling. In regard to other matters 
the report keeps well within the lines cau- 
tiously laid down either by the President 
for him or by him for the President, or, pos- 
sibly, by the party leaders for both. He re- 
fers in a style of proper official dignity to 
the necessity of a revision of the tariff, and 
in his heart he must bless the man who in- 
vented that mouth-filling word which 
seems to say so much and says nothing. 
And he indulges in the same general 
references as does Mr. HARRISON to the re- 
peal of the tobacco tax, to which he adds 
the repeal of the tax on alcohol for the arts, 
and he makes a more elaborate and rhetor- 
ical argument for subsidies to American 
steamships. He also has much to say, and 
says it very well, in regard to the requisite 
reforms in the administrative features of 
the customs laws, but it isnot novel. Per- 
haps, however, it may attract the attention 
of Congress, and we may get such measure 
of reform as is possible while retaining the 
vicious principle of all our tariff legislation, 
viz., that its purpose is to repress trade, 

In regard to silver, Mr. WINDOM is very 
outspoken. He will have none’of the silver 
men’s plans. He opposes free coinage, or 
any increase in the present coinage, as mis- 
chievous, and he favors the suspension of 
coinage at the present rates. He admits, 
as all well-informed observers do, that the 
evils of the actual law have not yet as- 
sumed so aggravated a form as was expect- 
ed, but he declares that it was reasonable 
to expect them, and that their coming is 
only a question of time. On these points 
he is in harmony with his predecessors, 
both Republican and Democratic. He 
points out that there has been no such ad- 
vance in the market value of silver bullion 
as was predicted in 1878, when we began 
coining, but that now, after using up in 
coinage nearly $300,000,000 worth of 
bullion and adding nearly $350,000,000 
to our stock of silver coin, the market 
price has fallen from 93 cents in a dollar to 
72 cents. Plainly. to increase the coinage 
would not stop this process, while to make 
coinage free would simply bring on an im- 
mediate disaster. It would, moreover, pro- 
duce a very rapid contraction, for it would 
drive abroad or into hiding nearly or quite 
all of the Ave hundred millions of gold now 
in eur possession. This position on the part 
oftheSecretary of the freasury is very 
sound, and one on which the Governmert is 
to be congratulated. 

The alternative proposition by which Mr. 
Winpom wonld secure the safe and general 
use of gold and silver in the currency is one 
that will receive more discussion than 
favor. He would have the Government, 
take silver brought to it at the market 
price and issue notes for its value at that 
price, These notes should be receivable for 





‘public dues, should be reissuable by the 


« 


Government when received, and should” 
count as a part of the legal reserves when 
held by the bank, They should be redeemed 
on presentation, either in enough silver 
at the then market price to meet their 
face value, or in gold at the option of 
the Secretary of the Treasury. The Secre- 
tary should also have the right at his dis- 
cretion to decline to receive silver and issue’ 
notes. We do not feel inclined to give a 
definite judgment on all the bearings of this 
policy until there has been more oppor- 
tunity to study it, but there are certain 
facts connected with it that are sufficiently 
clear. We believe Mr. Winpom is justified 
in saying that as currency the notes would 
besafe. They are insubstance gold certifi- 
cates, for they are redeemable on pres- 
entation either in gold or in _ its 
equivalent in silver bullion. The redemp- 
tion in silver bullion has the objection 
that the bullion could not be instantly and 
without cost converted into gold, but that 
is fairly met by the fact that the notes are 
receivable for public dues, and are availa- 
ble to national banks as a part of their re- 
serve, But, on the other hand, we see no 
evidence of any demand for currency of 
this sort or of:any real need of it. Itis ex- 
tremely doubtful whether it would be used 
by the public. The only motive for getting 
it would be thé advantage to the owners of 
silver, and a point of capital importance is 
the degree and nature of that profit—and 
therein lies the danger of the plan. 

In the first place, itis a guarantee by the 
Government against loss to a depositor of 
silver by a fall in the price. A man who 
deposits $1,000 of silver to-day gets $1,000 
worth whenever he wishes, though he may 
deposit 1.000 ounces and the price fall so 
that he gets back 1,200 ounces. We see no 
reason why the people should be taxed for 
the insurance against loss by a small por- 
tion of their number. But that is not the 
most serious part of the business. Suppos- 
ing this guarantee to be maintained, it be- 
comes instantly a powerful incentive to 
speculation, combination, and intrigue to 
affect prices. A syndicate that could de- 
posit $1,000,000 worth of silver to-day, 
depress the price so as to get 10 per cent. 
more silver out in a fortnight, and then 
force the price up so as to get $1,200,000 
on redepositing it, and so on indefinitely, 
would be far too attractive not to be 
formed. The safeguard Mr. WINDOM pro- 
poses against this is in itself a source of 
immense danger. He would give the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury for the time being 
the right, at his discretion, to refuse—and 
this, of course, carries with it the 
right, at his discretion, to receive—de- 
posits. That is a power such as no 
finance minister in the world ever pos- 
sessed. It is one that we should say no 
finance minister sensitive as to his own 
reputation would wish to possess. Un- 
questionably he could block any scheme 
for ‘‘cornering” silver. If he were honest, 
and known to beso, that would probably 
prevent any attempt at the operation. But, 
equally unquestionably, he could aid such 
a scheme. He could, if he chose, in a 
very short time, obtain, with prac- 
tical security against conclusive ex- 
posure, a very large fortune. We 
have no right to place a_ public 
officer in such a position. Thatno harm 
would come of it is very probable. It 
should be kept absolutely impossible. Our 
Government is difficult enough at best, 
when kept within such limits as are prac- 
ticable. It would become intolerably diffi- 
cult if we were to expose our chief Execu- 
tive Department, we will not say to the 
temptation, but to the suspicion of the 
temptation, inevitably involved in the pos- 
session of such extraordinary power. 


AMERICAN SHIPPING. 

President HARRISON in his annual mes- 
sage professes to regard the “inferiority of 
our merchant marine compared with that 
of other nations” as ‘‘justly humiliating to 
the national pride’ and ‘hurtful to the 
national prosperity,” but he seems to be 
unable to find any cure for it except in 
subsidizing American steamships under the 
guise of such appropriations for ocean mail 
service ‘‘as will be liberally remunerative 
for the service rendered, and as will en- 
courage the establishment and in some de- 
gree equalize the chances of American 
steamship lines in the competitions which 
they must meet.” This equalizing of 
chances seems to have reference to the 
President’s assumption that the ‘great 
steamship lines” of other countries ‘‘ were 
promoted, and have since been and now 
are liberally aided, by grants of public 
money in one form or another.” He depre- 
cates any policy of economy ‘“‘that with- 
holds an expenditure for the purpose ef ex- 
tending our foreign commérce,” and he 
favors the suggestion of Secretary TRACY 
that provision be made for a ‘“‘naval re- 
serve, to consist of such merchant ships of 
American construction and of a specified 
tonnage and speed as the owners will con- 
sent to place at the use of the Government 
in case of need as armed cruisers,” The 
Secretary of the Navy, in recommending an 
imitation of what he assumes to be the 
British policy, says that “the difficulty is 
that American capital will not be drawn 
into the enterprise unless it can be sure of 
specific compensation for the concessions 
which it makes to the Government, first, in 
the adaptation of its vessels to the latter's 
needs, and, secondly, in the surrender of a 
privilege to use them when the exigency 
arises.” 

There is a good deal of misconception in 
the easy assumption that Great Britain has 
built up and sustained its merchant marine 
by a policy of subsidies or pecuniary aid, 
direct or indirect. ‘This is not true, for the 
simple and sufficient reason that Great 
Britain has no need of such a policy. There 
was.a time when Great Britain made liberal 
grants for mail service to and from her own 
distant colonies, for the purpose of keeping 
up aregular communication, especially with 
India ard Australia. The policy was based 
upon quite other considerations than the en- 
couragement of shipping or the extending of 
foreign commerce, and was never applied to 
the regular transatlantic lines trading with 
the’ United States and other foreign coun- 
tries. The British Government has long 
made its contracts for mail service on those 
lines without the smallest purpose of sub- 





| sidising or encouraging them. <A fair com- 


3 pensation for mail service was an object to. 


the lines to which the contracts were given, 
and formerly the condition was attached 
to some of the contracts that the vessels 
should conform to certain requirements as 
to construction and speed, and be placed at 
the service of the Govermment for naval 
purposes in case of emergency. We do not 
understand that that condition is now gen- 
erally made, and thé rate of compensation 
for carrying the mails never had any refer- 
ence to it. The mail contracts were re- 
garded as desirable and were given to cer- 
tain lines on the conditions specified. 

But it does not greatly signify what the 
policy of Great Britain has been in that 
particular respéct. We know that for 
many yearsits general policy has been to 
remove barriers and obstacles from foreign 
trade and from ship building and ship 
owning, and it is upon that policy and not 
upon subsidies that its great mercantile 
marine and carrying trade have been built 
up. Until we adopt a similar policy it is 
ridiculous to talk about making appropria- 
tions “for the purpose of extending foreign 
commerce” and encouraging American ship- 
ping. First of all, we must cease de- 
liberately restricting foreign commerce 
and discouraging shipping, which is 
precisely what we have been doing these 
many years. Our whole fiscal policy has 
been based upon the idea of discouraging 
and hindering foreign trade, and it is a 
strange inconsistency in these advocates of 
subsidies that they still cling to that policy. 
They would maintain barriers and obsta- 
cles and: hire “ American’ capital” to sur- 
mount them. Ifthe way were freely open 
for trade with South America, means would 
be found for carrying on that trade, but'the 
carrying part of it would not be done in 
American vessels so long as our shipping 
was kept under the disadvantages now 
imposed upon it. It is senseless to talk 
about subsidies so long as these dis- 
advantages are kept up. The first 
need is a3 reform of our antiquated naviga- 
tion laws. First open the way for foreign 
trade, then let our merchants get steam- 
ships wherever they can get them to the 
best advantage, buying them where they 


American registry for them, and putting the 
American flag upon them, and then we shall 
see whether American shipping will re- 
vive and flourish or not. Take off duties 
from the materials which enter into the 
construction of modernsteamships and give 
our builders an equal chance with those of 
foreign countries in that respect, and we 
shall see whether we can build our own 
ships or not. 

It is nonsense to talk about subsidies and 
liberal compensation for mail service as a 
means of building up American shipping 
under present conditions. It is crushed 
under burdens and difficulties, and trying 
to stimulate it into life without removing 
these is like loading a giant with chains 
and shackles until he cannot move and 
then administering brandy to spur him 
into action. If we take restrictions from 
ship owning and ship building and from for- 
eign trade we can tell whether thére is any 
further need to “‘ equalize chances” in order 
to meet competition. But until that is done 
we cannot tell. One thing is certain, the 
chances cannot be equalized by subsidies, 
so long as these restrictions are maintained.

PURSUING THE RERATED. 

The Secretary of the Interior in 
annual report says, with reference to 
scandalous rerating of employés in 
Pension Bureau: 
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“The intention is to correct all of these evils 
for the future under the present Commissioner 
of Pensions, and so far as the law will allow to 
exact @ return of the money which it has been 
found was illegally paid. This will prove a tedi- 
ous and somewhat difficult undertaking. But in 
view of the enormous sums of money that might 
have been expended had not this evil been cor- 
rected at the time it was, the Government may 
be well satisfied, I think, even if it should have 
to lose a large portion of that already paid 
out.” ‘ 

In his letter to James E. Sm1TH, after this 
employé had been dismissed, ostensibly 
because he had been rerated, but really be- 
cause he was a Democrat, the Secretary 
wrote: 

“*T deem it to the best interest of the service 
that men who have been rerated in the bureau 
should not continue there to exercise their 
infitence in that direction, either by their 
presence or by their counsel.” 

Within a few days the Secretary has de- 
manded the resignations of four or five em- 
ployés. One of these was chief clerk of 
the -bureau under Commissioner BLacx, 
and this appears to have been sufficient 
cause for his removal, for it is not reported 
that he was one of the rerated. With this 
employé were removed two clerks whose 
pensions are to be witheld in the future 

until the sums procured by them through 
the rerating process shall have been re- 
covered by the Government. Each of them 
is said to have received about $900. Their 
pensions are to be withheld because they 
have spent the money and, having no re- 
sources, cannot make’restitution by repay- 
ment. 

While the Secretary is pursuing these two 
men and: using the power of the Govern- 
ment to reclaim from each of them the 
large sum of $900, what is he doing in the 
case of HiraM SmitTH, Jr., First Deputy 
Commissioner of Pensions? Hiram is one 
of the rerated. Indeed, heis the chief of 
them, for he grabbed no less than $6,035 in 
back pay., or twice as much as any of his 
companions received. He was able to pro- 
cure this and a rating for total disability 
while drawing a salary of $3,500 a year. 
After the removal of TANNER, when the 
Secretary sought for an employé Zo till his 
place until a new Commissioner should be 
appointed, he chose without hesitation his 
friend, H1iraAM SMITH, Jr., and thus promot- 
ed and honored the man who was the most 
conspicuous example and beneficiary of 
that ‘‘evil of the grossest character’ which 
he desired, as he said, to suppress. 

HiraM is said to be in seclusion now, 
waiting for ‘‘it to blow over,” but he is 
drawing his salary and his increased pen- 
sion for total disability. He retains his of- 
fice and his $6,035 in back pay, while his 
friend the Secretary is removing some of 
his companions who could get only $900 
and is screwing this out of them by with- 
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sibly they would have been retained if 
they had taken $6,035 instead of $900. 
Perhaps Hmewry A. Pariuips, whose friends 
in Brooklyn have so sharply protested 
against his removal, would have kept his 
place if he had had Hrram’s luck in get- 
ting back pay.

THE CZAR AND “THE TIMES.” 

Our great and good friend the Czar of 
all the Russias has become the victim of 
misinformation. No other hypothesis con- 
sistent with respect for him as a man and 
as an Emperor could account for his per- 
mitting his censor to forbid the circulation 
in Russia of THz New-YorRK Times. We 
have no wish to disguise the seriousness of 
the calamity that has thus befallen this 
journal in the privation of its Russian sub- 
scriptions, although we have also no wish 
to stimulate the industry of affidavit-mak- 
ing in the offices of our esteemed contempo- 
raries, and therefore refrain from giving 
their exact number. 

It is true that nearly all the newspapers 
of New-York are our fellow-sufferers, how- 
ever insignificant their united losses may 
be compared with our own. We have no 
clear recollection of anything that any of 
them has said that could be fairly construed 
as disrespectful or that ought to have been 
offensive to the Czar. Among the number 
are, to be sure, some of those that break 
out into periodical debauches of illustra- 
tion. Itis possible that, in an unguarded 
moment, some one of them may have pub- 
lished a portrait of the Czar, and, of course, 
no self-respecting autocrat could be 
expected to permit the _ circulation 
of the offender in his dominions 
after that. To be held = up to 
odium or ridicule or pity, as the case may 
be, among his subjects, as obviously a suf- 
ferer from arecent explosion of dynamite, 
from the effects of which one eye has totally 
disappeared and one cheek been converted 
into a mere smudge, is more than a personal 
outrage. It undermines the throne itself 
in the minds of the simple and credulous 
Russian peasantry. Nobody could possibly 
respect his little Father as a semi-divine 
being, it would be difficult even to regard 
him as a semi-human being, after seeing a 
likeness of him in a New-York Sunday 
paper. 

We can understand that the Czar might 
have taken umbrage at the proposal of our 
esteemed contemporary ELLIoTr F. SHEP- 
ARD to convert the Czar’s ancient enemy, 
the Sultan, to Christianity by paying hima 
million dollars in cash, with only a distant 
prospect of reimbursement from the gate 
receipts of the baptism and frem an ad- 
mission on the ground floor of. various 
Turkish enterprises. A Christianized Sultan 
with money in his pocket would effectually 
thwart the designs of Russia on the Bos- 
phorus and would destroy the harmony of 
the European concert. If the Czar had 
prohibited the circulation of the Mail an 
Express in Russia we might chide him, but 
more in sorrow than inanger. Asa matter 
of fact, however, that powerful organ of 
opinion is not included in the interdiction, 
and there is no evidence that the censor 
has ever heard of it. It may still, without 
molestation, carry texts and wonder to the 
households of the Vistula and the Don. 

Meanwhile we are utterly in the dark as 
to what THE TIMEs has been doing to the 
Czar, and the darkness is impermeable to 
@ ray even of plausible conjecture. Can his 
Majesty. possibly have forgotten the urgent 
cable dispatch in which he implored us not 
to publish the particulars of the nocturnal 
escapade in which he engaged with his 
brother-in-law of Wales and which ended 
in the dppearance of both of them, haled 
by a zealous policeman, new to St. Peters- 
burg, before a magistrate on asuspicion of 
Nihilism? As a matter of fact, we did not 
publish any account of that escapade. And 
this is our reward! Czars and other per- 
sons of that class have for generations been 
circulating in their own interests a point- 
less saying about the ingratitude of repub- 
lics, but the annals of republics may be 
searched in vain for a parallel to the per- 
fidy of this imperial ingrate. 

The confusion which this action of our 
great and good friend is adapted to produce 
is worse confounded by the conspicuous 
and apparently unique exception of our 
esteemed contemporary, the Herald, which 
is still permitted to circulate in Russia. 
What bas the Herald been doing to earn 
this privilege? It once announced that its 
“intellectual department” was “‘ two-thirds 
European,” but that was not long after the 
days when its founder used to send 
@ messenger to Castle Garden with a 
lariat when he had need of a new 
editorial writer. The proud boast of 
our esteemed contemporary may still 
be well founded, and certainly a large 
part of its dontents is couched in what we, 
being unfamiliar with the language, may 
fairly enough assume to be Russian. In 
these columns it is possible that our 
esteemed contemporary may expose the de- 
signs of the Nihilists and grind the axes of 
the Czar. Meanwhile THE TIMEs will con- 
tinue to treat that potentate with justice 
and courtesy, but with neither fear nor 
favor, and it would sternly refuse to pan- 
der to his prejudices in order to insure its 
delivery to allits subscribers from Peters- 
burg to Petrogaulovski.

GEN. STEPHEN R. SMITH. 

Gen. Stephen R. Smith, one of the most wide- 
ly-known men of the Connesticut National 
Guard, died at his home in New-Haven early 
yesterday morning. Gen. Smith was born 
in Whitneyville on Aug. 28, 1836. Ris 
early life-was spent in the mercantile busi- 
ness at New-Haven and afterward in the 
New-Haven Savings Bank, of which he 
became head clerk. He was ac i

n 1856 he accepted the position of Teiler in the 
City Bank. In 1864 he established a coal busi- 
ness in New-Haven which he built up until it 
became one of the largest wholesale and retail 
coal establishments in New-England. 

The financial panic of 1880 caused his busi- 
ness to suffer severe losses, and he sold out’and 
became manager of the New-York house of th 
Winchester saposting Arms Company.

“There is the liveliest kind of a muddle over 
the production of the new Gilbert and Salk 
livan opera in New-York,” said a well- 
known theatrical man last night “This 
opera has been disposed of to America 
for various sections of the country. 
John Stetson has the New-England rights, 
David Henderson of Chicago bas the rights for 
that city and a certain Western territory, and 
Al Hayman has the rights for San Francisco 
and the Pacific coast. All that has been clear- 
ly and definitely settled and will doup 
carried out according to contract. — 

“But the trouble comes with the New-York 
production. Mr, eg Carte, the representa- 
tive and manager for Messrs. Gilbert and Sulli- 
van, was desirous of having the new opera done 
at the Casino, and negotiations were carried on 
between bim and Mr. Rudolph Aronson to that 
end, But the conditions and terms of the pro- 
duction could not be agreed on and the matter 
fell through. Meanwhile Mr. Frank Sanger, th 
mImanager of the Broadway Theatre, entere 
into negotiations with Mr. Carte and secured the 
opera forthe Broadway Theatre. Mr. Sanger 
knew of the illness of Miss Florence St. John, 
who was to head Mr. Henry E. Abbey’s Lon- 
don Gaiety Company, and he had information 
that assured him that Miss St. John was not 
coming to America. It was only a protection 
move on his part, therefore, to obtain some 
other attraction to fill in the six weeks of time 
for which the Gaiety Company was booked for 
his house. 

“If the Gaiety Company had failed to fill its 
dates Mr. Sanger could have runin the new 
opera, and, on its proving a success, could have 
rearranged his other dates to continue its 
run. Bat the Gaiety Company did come 
to America, and Mr. Abbey insisted on 
filling his dates. This practically shuts 
the new opera out of the Broadway Theatre 
and leaves Mr. Sanger with an English com- 
pany, which will sail from Enyvland next Sat- 
urday to do the opera in New-York, on his 
hands without a place to put it in. 

“Negotiations were Carried on yesterday be- 
tween Mr. Sanger and the Casino management 
for the pee of the opera in the latter piace, 
but the Messrs. Aronson realized the situation, 
and are standing out to-night for rather stiff 
terms. Mr. Sanger must carry out his con- 
tract and do the opera in New-York. 
But where can this be done? It must 
be either the Broadway or the Casino. If Ab- 
bey will not give up his dates, the Casino has a 
clear tield, and the opera will probably be done 
there if the Messrs. Aronson are not too exorbi- 
uae in their demands for its placing in their 

ouse.’ 

When Mr. Sanger was approached on this 
Matter last night he denied that he had con- 
tracted to produce the new Gilbert and Sulli- 
van opera in the Broadway Theatre, and said 
that he knew nothing about the matter.

A MANIAO’'S WILD EFFORT TO KILL 
FURNITURE DEALER CASHIN.

THOSE FORECLOSURE SUITS. 

ToPEKA, Kan., Deo. 4.—Argument of the va- 
rious motions in the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
foreclosure suits came to an end in Judge Brew-' 
er’scourt to-day. The first motion of the day was 
that of the railroad company by Simon Sterne 
of New-York for a consolidation of the suits 
against the company. Mr. Sterne’s argument 
Was exceedingly able. Wheeler H. Peckham 
of New-York and W. H. Rossington of this city 
opposed this motion on behalf of the Union 


Trust Company, and the other parties to the 
suit also brought vigorous opposition to bear. 
Then came the argument of Mr. Sterne on the 
motion for an allowance to the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas for $25,000 out of the fund of” 
the road to enable it to carry on its functions as 
& railroad company in part, and in part to 
prosecute certain suits and claims as to certain 
securities held by the Missouri Pacific, which 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas claims to own. 

Mr. Peckham opposed this on behalf of the 
Union Trust Company. General Solicitor Coch- 
ran followed suit for the Missouri Pacific and 
A. L. Williams of the Union Pacific did the 
same in behalf of the Sage and Cowdery 
mortgage. Following these arguments the 
Union Trust Company, as trustee, made 
application, throug Mr. Peckham, for 
au allowance to reimburse it for 
expenses incurred as trustee, and to provide 
for future outlays. This went in without argu- 
ment. Then Mr. Hagarman, for the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas receivers, made application 
for permission to make certain exchange of 
properties in Dallas, with a view to the exten- 
sion of yard facilities. All of the motions and 
apphoations were taken under advisement be- 
tween this and the June term. 

The issues in these celebrated cases will be 
made up under the amended bill of the Uniou 
Trust Company of New-York.

ELIZABETH, N. J., Deo. 4.—The charter elec- 
tion here yesterday has resulted in a disastrous 
defeat for the Democrats. They lose the Mayor- 
alty, which they have held for the past nine 
years, and also three members of the City Coun- 
cil. John C, Rankin, Republican, has 581 ma- 
jority for Mayor. 

The vote was: Rankin, (Rep.,) 3,298; Sheri- 
dan, (Dem.,) 2,717. The Democratic candidate 
was badly cut in every district in the city, but 
in his own ward the knifing was the worst; he 
only got 24 majority, when he should have re- 
ceived 150 ac least. Even the Democratic can- 
didate for Alderman in this ward was beaten 
by 10 majority. The Third Ward, another 
Democratic stronghold, also elected a Repub- 
lican A’ lerman. 

The u.voxt Board of Aldermen and likewise the 
Board of Education will be tied. The only office 
seekers who escaped the landslide which over- 
whelmed the Democratic Party were the four 
candidates for Freeholders, who managed to 
pull through by small majorities. 

The party leaders attribute the crushing de- 
feat to the use of money by their opponents, 
combined with the aversion of German and 
American Democrats to voting for an Irishman 
and Catholic for Mayor.. The Knights of Labor 
were also arrayed against the Democratic can- 
didate. They claimed that he was opposed to 
em porink union men in his establishment. He 
had a row some time ago with the carpenters’ 
union and refused to givein tosomeof their 
demands,

OF BALLOT REFORMERS. 
DEMOCRATS, REPUBLICANS, PRONIBI- 
TIONISTS, AND SINGLE-TAX MEN 


WHO WILL WORK TOGETHER. 


A movement ison foot in Brooklyn political 
circles, started by Georgeites, nourished by 
Prohibitionists, aided by Democrats, and 
abetted by Republicans, in the interest of ballot 
reform. How much success the movement will 
attain remains to be seen, but on Monday even- 
ing twenty gentlemen assembled in the rooms 
of the Brooklyn Single-Tax Club and exchanged 
views on the subject. The conference resulted 
in the appointment of a Committee on Perma- 
nent Organization. Invitations were sent out 
for a meeting to be held at the same place next 
Monday evening. As yet it is an invitation 
affair, and every effortis being made to keep it 
out of the hands of rings and machines. 

The political complexion of last Monday’s 
gathering was nine Republicans, eight Demo- 
crats, two Prohibitionists and asolitary George- 
ite. Mr. Edwin A. Curley of the Single-Tax 
Club presided at the meeting, and among thoss 
present were Mark D. Wilbur, Frederick W. 
‘Hinrichs, President of the Brooklyn Young 
Men’s Democratic Club; Aldermen Rufus L. 
Scott, ex-Assemblyman Joseph Aspinall, ex- 
Congressman Darwin R. James, Assemblyman 
Frank Sperry, Ditmas Jewell, President of the 


Twenty-sixth Ward National Bank; F. 8S, Nye, 
Secretary of the Brooklyn Democratic Club; 
Supervisor at Large John A. Quintard, ex-Sena- 
tor 8, M. Griswold, and ex-District Attorney 
John Winslow. 

It was a thoroughly non-partisian meeting in 
favor of ballot reform, and perfect unity pre- 
vailed. All agreed thatthe question should be 
dealt with irrespective of party affiliations, and 
all pledged their earnest support to the success 
of the movement. Speeches were made by 
Mark D. Wilbur, Stephen M. Griswold, Fred- 
erick W. Hinrichs, and Wilber L. Ogden, and let- 
ters were read from Gen. C. T. Christensen, 
Ditmas Jewell, John Winslow, William H. Will- 
jams, ex-President of the Brooklyn Youne 
Men’s Republican Club, and ex-Senator J. P. 
Crawford. 

Mr. Hinrichs intimated that the Young Men’s 
Democratic Club was thoroughly in earnest for 
ballot reform and would co-operate with the 
work of a non-partisan organization to that end. 
At the meeting next Monday evening addresses 
will be made by the President of the Ballot 
Reform League of this city and by R. R 
Bowker, editor of the Publishers’ Weekly, ex- 
planatory of the workings of the movement in 
this city. Itis doubtful, however, if the Com- 
mInittee on Permanent Organization will report, 
as itis deemed advisable to await fuller in- 
formation respecting the intentions of the Bal- 
lot Reform League of this city, with a view of 
co-operating with that organization. 

It seemed tobe the sentiment of the meeting 
that a strong Democrat should be chosen as 
President of the organization. By this step it 
is hoped to attain better results with the Demo- 
cratic State administration. 

Edwin A. Curley said to a TIMES reporter yes- 
terday: “‘We are thoroughly in earnest. The 
aim of our proposed organization is bal- 
lot reform, pure and simple, and no 
outside issues will be allowed in our 
deliberations. We shall adopt a_ thor- 
ough, practical system, to show politicians 
thatthe people want ballot reform, and we 
mean to guard against the possibility of any 
machine orring getting hold of the orgauiza- 
tion. Hence, for the present, at least, we will 
fight shy of office holders, 

“The probabilities are that our fighting for 
ballot reform will be done witbin the next six 
months, during which time we shall spare no 
effort for the passage of @ suitable bill, You 
will notice the fact that a number of good law- 
yers are with us who are capabie of preparing 
a suitable bill, tbat, coming from a non-partisan 
organization and backed by our prepeers 
Democratic President, will be more likely 
to receive the Governor's signature, should 
it reach him, than one presented by 
Republicans. My opinion is—and most of the 
gentlemen at the meeting agreed with me—that 
wo should have an official ballot only, printea 
at public expense, and distributed to voters at 
the time of voting. All essential expenses ofan 
election should be paid from the public funds, 
and there should be the right of nomination by 

etition or by ‘nomination papers,’ as they are 
termed in Massachusetts,” 

The Prohibition view of the movement was 
illustrated .by Philo W. Scofield when he said: 
‘It’s the only way for a minority party to geta 
successful ticket before the public. e@ are go- 
ing to place the matter before the General Com- 
mittee of the Brooklyn Prohibitionists to-night 
at their meeting, and it will undoubtedly meet 
with their hearty support. We have got to show 
Gov. Hill that the majority of the people are in 
favor of baliot reform to get any results.” 





A MYSTERIOUS CASE. 


THERE MAY BE A STARTLING STORY 
DISCLOSED TO-DAY. 


.Mr. Henry A. Blake,a lawyer at 10 Wall- 
street, who lives at the Langham §Hotel, prom- 
ises, under certain contingencies, a startling 
story this evening in relation to one of his 
friends who was missing last night. Mr. Blake 
and his wife were driven to Police Headquar- 
ters at 8 o’clock and excited interest in their 
errand by their reticence and their earnestness 
when they obtained a private hearing with the 
officer on duty. 

They had been to St. Luke’s Hospital, and 
after they left, tne official who heard their story 
said he was pledged to secrecy. It was, how-

He admitted that be was unsuccessfui in his 
search, but declined peremptorily to name the 
missing gentleman until to-day, as it was possi- 
bie that he might not de in trouble and woula 
be offended if the fact that he had been hunted 
tor was published.

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HARRY HARRIS’S DEATH.

SOME PECULIAR FEATURES OF THE 
CORONER’S ACTION IN THE MATTER. 


The Coroner’s inquest on the death of Harry 
Harris will take place next Tuesday. No ar- 
rests are probable until that is over with. Itis 
evident, however, that the inquest in this par- 
ticular case will cover not merely .evidence as 
to the fact of death from a Brush lamp electric 
current, but as to all the complicated issue of 
responsibility as well. 

While Coroner Messemer was making the au- 
topsy on the body of Harris a man entered the 
room, presenting his card as “ Charles F. Heinu- 
richs, electrical.expert, 208 East Fourteenth- 
street, office 55 Fulton-street.” He got into 


conversation with Dr. Thomas Kililea, & 
nephew of the Police Captain of that name, and 
offered to give his services free of charge, if 
they were desired. Coroner Messemer says 
that he had never met Heinrichs before, but 
he concluded not to look a gift horse in 
the month. He gave to Heinrichs a card au- 
thorizing him to make tests on the lamp which 
killed Harris, but with the understanding that 
the Brush Company was to be invited to have 
an expert present when these testa were made. 
Heinrichs made his tests that night, but with- 
out any one present from the other side. Apd 
the next morning he explained his course by 
saying that the apparatus for testing the volt- 
age of the ourrent had been borrowed from 
Columbia College and hat to be returned. He 
was in a hurry, too, because the weather might 
change to rain or snow, and then a question 
would arise as to conditions. 

The autopsy on Harris was made at 9:30 A. 
M. Monday. By noon on Monday a report of it 
had been sent to Police Headquarters, but not 
until debates did any such report reach 
the Coroners’ office. Coroner Messemer attempts 
to explain thisirreguiarity on the ground of the 
disabling lameness of his chief clerk, and hisown 
recurring attacks of hoarseness which, he says, 
have laid him up for a part of each day for near- 
ly three weeks. He meets the accusation of fav- 
oritism in giving out news with a general denial. 

The father of Harry Harris has consalted a 
lawyer, and suit will be brought, probably in 
the name of Mrs. Harris, the widow, against the 
Brush Company. 

Coroner Schultze was indignant yesterday 
when he read in the papers that Mr. Hein- 
richs had said that he, the Coroner, had with- 
hold from the press facts that were developed 
in the inquest held upon the death of Mazza, 
an Italian fruit vender who was killed on 
Sept. 13 by an electric current from a lamp 
of the United States Electric Light Com- 
pany. Dr. Schultze declared that the in- 
vestigation of the case had been thorough, 
and that the inquest was public, and the 
records were accessible to every one. Mr. 
Heinrichs, be said, ‘had asked to be employed a8 
an expert in electricity in the inquest. The 
Coroner did not think that he was competent, 
and refused his request. Heinrichs, he said, bad 
repeatedly thrust himself forward, and had 
tried to force himself upon Dr, Schultze as an 
expert in electricity in inquests of the kind. 
Coroner Schultz, does not know Heinrichs.

A POLICE ‘OFFICER WHO FIGURED IN 
SOME STIRRING SCENES. 


Ex-Police Captain Jeremiah Petty dted on 
Tuesday night of general debility at his home at 
Centre Moriches, Suffolk County, lL. I. He was 
@ pensioner of the Police Department and pos- 
sessed a snug estate, which will be shared by 
three daughters and a son. 

As @ policeman he obtained unenviable noto- 
riety as a disciplinarian. He was born in this 
city in 1814. He was at one time a clerk in the 
Registry Office. He became a policeman in 
1840, a “chance man,” and after a while went 
under Capt. Fenton to the Tombs at $1 50 
aday. Afterward he blossomed into a “ Leath- 


erhead” and was created an Assistant Captain 
at $600 a year. He joinea the Motrepe tan 
force in 1857, became a Sergeant in 1858, and 
Was promo to a Captaincy in January, 1861.

For 
many years in the Fifth Precinct he was such a 
terror in the matter of discipline that when- 
ever the Commissioners wanted a patrolman 
broken” he was sent to Petty.

HE BAS HAD BNOUGH OF THE 
DOOK DEPARTMENT. 

THE DUTIES MORE ARDUOUS THAN SE 

EXPECTED—HIS UNSUCOESSFUL AT- 


TEMPTS FOR REFORM. 


Dock Commissioner J. Sergeant Cram had an- 
other inning with the Commissioners of Ac 
counts yesterday in the matter of their investi- 
gation into the management of his department. 
The most important piece of information im- 
parted by the young Tammany Commissioner 
was that hehad made up his mind toresign. He 
had not been in the witness chair long before he 
said he did not intend to remain a member of 
the Dock Board after it got out from under fire. 

“Why not?” asked Corporation Counsel Clark. 

“* Because”—and Mr. Cram paused—* because 
when I went into the board I thought I was a 
man of fair intelligence and I felt sure I was an 
honest man. Since thia investigation was start- 
ed [ have begun to doubt that I have ordinary 
inteiligence, and even to question my personal 
houesty.” 

The disgusted Commissioner reviewed his 
career in the Dock Department and told a 
pathetic tale of woe. He made out a clean 
record for himself, but at the same time cast 
refisections upon his colleagues because of their 
old-fashioned methods. Of Gouverneur Kemble, 
the late Secretary of the board, he saia:’“ I was 
often compelled to leave the board meetings, 


because it was extremely painful to me to listen 
to Mr. Kembie. He mumbied when he attempt- 
ed to read, and his mumblings were inexpressi- 
bly painful to me.” 

Commissioner Cram characterized Mr. Kemble 
as utterly incompetent for the position of Secre- 
tary, and said he tried to have him removed 
long before he was turned out. The minutes 
and proceedings had been imperfectly recorded 
for years. The board had no competent stenog- 
rapher apd no effort was made to record any- 
thing except resolutions and permits. The 
minutes are not indexed, and to find action of 
two years back would necessitate a tedious 
search. Misstatements and misrepresentations 
had been put on record and allowed to stand 
even after protest had been entered. He had 
voted for certain things at meetings and found 
in the printed minutes that he had voted against 
those things and vice versa. 

The witness, continuing, said that he had pro- 
tested in vain against the giving out of separate 
Treasurer's orders for single dredging jobs, like 
that at West Washington Market. Treasurer 
Matthews insisted thatit was the practice of 
the department, and he meant to continue it. 
The only object of issuing thirty orders where 
one would be sufficient was,so far as the new 
Commissioner could discover, to accommodate 
the Union Dredging Company. It was done tor 
them simply to facilitate payments. 

Mr. Cram said there was no legal or binding 
agreement on file in the department made with 
the Union Dredging Company. Long before he 
became a member of the board this company 
offered to do the dredging at eertain prices, and 
these had prevailed despite his opposition. He 
did not agree with Commissioner Post that it 
would take fifteen years for a new Commis- 
sioner to master the details of the department. 
The witness had grasped the legal aspect of the 
department within three weeks after he was 
appointed. He had planned a great many 
retormations since that time, but there 
had been too much opposition for him 
to accomplish much in that line. In his opinion 
the department to-day is doing three times 
more work than it ever did at any time in its 
history. When he went into the board he found 
that a monstrous system had been built up 
against private interests along the water front. 
It was even impossible for private owners to 
make necessary improvements. 

The Commissioner was asked why he never 
complained to Chief Engineer Greene. He an- 
swered that it was because the chief engineer 
had influence with President Post, who a 
peared to rely a great deal gs Mr. Greene’s 
judgment. It had long been the witness’s opin- 
lon that the city could do its own dredging as 
cheaply as any contractor. He had discussed 
the matter informally with his colleagues and 
made estimates of the cost. It was also his 
opinion that supplies for all city departments 
should he procured by advertising for bids. 

He said that since his advent in the board 
there had been many schemes to increase the 
fredging. No less than thirty-five reports had 
been received advocating slip dredging for sani- 
tary reasons. One proposition was to dredge 
fifteen feet of mud from under each pier. He 
fought all these schemes, and felt confident 
he had stopped more unnecessary dredging than 
any other Commissioner. He thought that the 
practice of awarding contracts for supplies in 
the department was both ridiculous and mon- 
strous. He had advised the buying of larger 
lots and had protested against the system in 
vogue to Chief Engineer Greene and Commis- 
sioner Matthews. He never knew of an effort 
in the department to find out the market prices 
of supplies. 

Tne Commissioner thought that all jiers 
should be sold at public auction. He did not 
agree with Commissioner Matthews that it was 
a bad thing for the city that C. P. Huntington 
was paying $70,000 fora pier. It would be a 
good thing for the city if all the piers could be 
rented at that figure. He regarded the state- 
ment of Commissioners Post and Matthews, 
‘that trade is a dclicate and sensitive thing,” 
as pure “rot.” It was a very substantial thin 
and he believed competition was the lite o 
trade. 

He said he did not believe the Dockmasters 
had stolen very much in fees. He suspected 

hat they received many “ presents” or bribes 

rom Captains and owners for berthing their 
vessels promptly. He thought it would be a 
good plan to adoptasystem of consecutively 
numbered checks and make the wharfage fees 
payable direct to the department. @ Was 
familiar with the Dockmaster districts, and 
knew allthe Dockmasters. He disagreed with 
Mr. Matthews that the Commissioners were not 
responsible for the actions of their subordi- 
nates, “We may not be pecuniarily respon- 
sible,” said he, **butif there had been any mis- 
nanagement or Irregularities during my term [ 
should feel disgraced and responsible to the 
tity. But Iwon’t admit that there has been any 
Dismanagement since [I went into the board.” 
Mr. Cram said he wasin favor of abolishing 
the plan of putting an upset price on each pier 
offered at auction. He believed ali the piers in 
pach district should be sold aa rapidly as possi- 
ble to the highest bidders after being duly ad- 
vertised. Private owners should be allowed to 
improve their water fronts. .This was one of 
the reforms he had accomplished, and he had 
also putastop to the systemof detailing la- 
borers to various branches of the work. Piers 
should be leased on long time, from five to ten 
years. He had the greatest ‘respect for Mr. 
Greene as an engineer anda public servant. 
He was one of the most loyal public officers 
the Commissioner éver came in contact with. He 
thought Mr. Greene had been made to suffer 
much owing to the loose way in which the de- 
partment has beenrun. It had been the prac- 
tice of other Commissioners to ask the Chief 
Engineer's opinion on matters outside his bu- 
reau, even on points of law. 
The Corporation Counsel at this point began a 
line of inquiry to find out what Commissioner 
Cram knew about engineering. Of the sea wall 
along the water front planned and being built 
under the supervision of Chief Engineer 
Greene, the Commisioner said slow progress 
had been made owing to litigation and other 
About seventeen miles remain to be 
pullt at a cost of $1,350,000 per mile. He 
knew parts of it had settled ana that It haa 
been “jacked up.” He understood it had set- 
tied in places two and three feet.” He did not 
know that it had because of these defects 
yalled down sheds belonging to private ownera. 
ir. Clark said the shed of the New-York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad Company 
had been pulled down by the defective sea wall. 
He asked the Commissioner how long he sup- 
posed it woulda take to finish this great im- 
provement. The reply was that ** it will take 
till the crack of doom.” 

The Corporation Counsel next asked the Com- 
missioner’s opinion of the Harlem pjer, which 
was built on plans recommended by the Dock 
Board.

It was built by Adams & Morris, and 
Commissioner Cram said the plan 
was bad, and explained that at that time the 
board was experimenting in building up the 
water front {t made a great mistake in 
trying experiments on private property. as 
there was plenty of public property to build on. 
Mr. Clark wanted to know if the Commissioner 
could, after these admissions, consistently ad- 
here to his good opinion of Mr. Greene as an 
engineer. Mr. Cram insisted that he had.only 
yraised the Dock Board’s Chief Engineer as a 
Faithful public officer. ‘‘ Well, in that case,” 
raid Mr. Olark, *“*there is no need of pursuing 
this line of inquiry further.” 

It was discovered during the examination of 
Commissioner Cram that a difference of opinion 
existed in regard to the adoption of a resolu- 
tion at a recent meeting of the bozgrd increasing 
the salary of Acting Secretary Miller. Mr. 
Clark produced the resolution, which was in 
Miller’s handwriting, apa Mr. Cram denied that 
he knew anything about it. He said no author- 
ity was given to Miller to write the resolution, 
and there was nothing to warrant the composi- 
tion of it. There was only some informal talk 
about increasing Miller’s salary after Kemble 
resigned. This explanation was indorsed 
orally by Commissioner Matthews, who said he 
was at the mécting in question. 

Mr. Miller was summoned as a witness, and 
said the substance of the resolution wus offered 
by Commissioner Cram and approved by Com- 
roisaioner Matthews, the only members of the 
board present. After the meeting the resolu- 
tlun was written, and at the next meeting of 
the board it was approved with the other min- 
utes. This was the usual way of doing busi- 
ness, Mr. Miller said. 

When Commissioner Cram returned to the 
stand he was asked if he considered Miller com-

| THE STRUGGLE BETWEEN REAL ESTATE 


MEN AND THE AUCTIONEERS. 


The parties which have formed in the Real 
Estate Exchange are preparing for a lively 
struggle at the annual election which will ocour 
next Monday. A spirited canvass has been go- 
ing on for several weeks. 

The membership of the Exchange is drawn 
from property owners, dealers, real estate law- 
yers, brokers, and auctioneers, With great 
revenues flowing to the auctioneers year after 
year, all the other interests declaring that they 
have to be content with a mere pittance in the 
matter of. direct income, a disposition bas de- 


veloped to curtail the opportunities of the auc- 
tioneers and to enlarge those of the Exchange 
toa morepen ending extent. Parties have formed 
over this issue, witn the auctioneers on one 
side and the other interests on the other. 

Just now, growing out of the canvass, there 
is @ tangible premium on the stock of the Ex- 
change, Those stockholders who intend to let 
others vote for them have missed a chance for 
adding appreciably to their dividends if they 
have given away their proxies. The regular 
dividend is $40 per share. This week’s premium 
runs from $25 to $30. A thrifty owner of 
stock, who cares for income rather than faction 
supremacy, is thus able to lend somebody his 
stock, and an income of 612 or 7 per cent. in- 
stead of the lower rate of 4 per cent. will flow 
easily into his treasury. sf 

Why any one should want to pay for proxies 
for this election isa conundrum. Probably the 
excitement incident to an election accounts for 
it. Certainly 1t is not to be explained upon the 
hypothesis that it will materiaily affect results. 
The opposing tickets are supported by interests 
that bare always been hostile In the direction 
of the affairs and the policy of the Exchange. 
Both parties have regular and steadfast adher- 
ents. The figures of elections in the past show 
that transfers of allegiance from one side to 
the other are extremely rare. Evidence so far 
is lacking which would tend to show that ma- 
terial changes of feeling have been brought 
about since last year. But both sides are as 
eager and active as if the election depended 
upon & spurt, 

Ever since the Exchange has worked on its 

resent basis the regulars have been in the ma- 
ority on the Board of Directors. They now have 
eight Directors, while the auctioneers have but 
five. Differences between the two sides, as ex- 
pressed at board meetings, have not always 
been obvious. In a contest thus in great meas- 
ure diplomatic and indirect, both sides have 
availed themselves of the kind of talent fitted 
to carry on that sort of encounter. The spec- 
tacle is accordingly presented of a Board of Di- 
rectors some of whose members are lawyers, 
with no special knowledge of real estate, but 
who were elected to watch each other and push 
on every occasion the interests of their respect- 
ive constituencies. 

The auctioneers think they ought to rule be- 

cause of the business they bring to the Ex- 
change. Their opponents say that the auc- 
tioneers already get larger benefits than they 
bestow and should be content even if their op- 
portunities were restricted. So far there has 
been no open move inthe board toward such 
restriction, but the tendenoy of the regulars js 
strongly that way. The auctieneers feel that 
they must keep their wits well sharpened to 
prevent the development of such & policy. 
At present every lot sold at the Real Estate 
Exchange yields to the auctioneer who sells it 
afeeof $15 from the buyer and a commission 
of one-quarter of 1 per cent. from the seller. 
When several lots are sold in a bunch, the 
auctioneer still gets $15 per lot from the buyer. 
The fee to the Exchange is $3 per knock-down. 
In an extreme case of, say 100 lots sold ina 
bunch, the auctioneer would get as a fee from 
the buyer $1,500, while the inoome of the Ex- 
change therefrom would be but $3. If the lots 
were sold singly the Exchange would get $300 
and the auctioneer $1,500. 





A RHYMEWS PLEA. 


** THERE’S VIRTUE IN THE MUSIC OF 
THE POOR,” HE SAYS. 


Literary curios were added to the Mayor's 
unique collection of letters of advice on the 
hana organ and street band question yesterday. 
Those who want the music outnumbered those 
who are opposed to it, and the collection now 
contains enough advice to supply any number 
of Mayors. One happy sign of the times is that 
McGinty has not been heard from for a day or 
two. 

One poet starts off his plea for street music 
in this way: 

“O gracious Mayor potential, 

Pray deem it not essential 

To banish all the music from our streets. 

Where droopiug hearts are dwelling, 

The sound comes sweetly swelling, 

And mauy & poor but tuneful ear it greets. 

With music have no quarrels; 

Let politics and morais 

The burden of your censorship endure, 

Let them their measures cheering 
A Simple hearts to life endearing; 

There’s virtue in the music of the poor.” 
And the poet jingles in this fashion through 
several stanzas. One family of ten persons 
vote for the music because they say ‘we have 
no means to go toa concert to hear music.” A 
lady who lives in West Fifty-ninth-street, near 
Fifth-avenue, sends a request that the music be 
allowed to goon, on the ground that it is a ben- 
etit to the less privileged classes. She said that 
she had a note from the Rev. Dr. Rainsford, 
greatly regretting the revocation of street 
music privileges. Two petitions were sent with 
the letter. 

Some letters in opposition to hand organs and 
street bands were received. ,** Night-working 
Democrat” asks that the street musicians be 
abolished in behalf of the many hundreds and 
thousands of men Whose business necessitates 
their working nights. Another objector avers 
that if the Mayor would ‘‘send a reliable man 
through the city, asking the opinion of store- 
keepers, you would find that 90 per cent. are 
opposed to these mendicant street musicians.” 
The Taxpayers’ Association of the Tenth, 
Eleventh, and Seventeenth Wards of tue city of 
New-York send a resolution setting forth that 
music upon the public streets of the city should 
not be permitted by organ grinders or itinerant 
street bands and musicians. Post No. 452, De- 
partment of New-Xork, G. A. R., sent word that 
at a regular encampment a resolution was 
pee requesting the Mayor to do all that is in 

is power to abolish the so-called street bands. 

Forty chilaren sent in & petition favoring the 
bancs. Under tbe title ot “The Street Musi- 
cian,” another adviser, given torhyming, starts 
off this way: 

“Iam @ poor musician, 
Yet hardly dare to claim 
This title, held by many men 
So great and known to fame, 
And he winds up: 
“Ifin your heart some chord is touched, 
And kindly sympathy you give, 
*Tis not in vain this simplelay, 
A poor old man—I ask to live.”

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FROM STATE TO OITY. 


“A PLAN TO OHANGE THE CONTROL OF 
WARD'S ISLAND PROPERTY. 


At to-day’s meeting of the Board of Lstimate 
and Apportionment an effort will be begun to 
obtain the transfer to the city authorities of 
the buildings on Ward’s Isiand which belong 
to the State and are under the control of the 
Commissioners of Emigration, While the city 
is in need of more extended accommodations 
for its insane, and has been investing thousands 
of dollars in pew buildings and grounds for 
their accommodation, the State is in possession 
of a number of buildings which are well 
-adapted to the purposes of an asylum, but 


which are falling into decay for want of use 
and proper care. 

Ward’s Island contains about 240 acres, and 
is about equally divided between the city and 
the State. On the city’s section are situated 
her asylums and hospitals for the insane, 
These were originally designed to accommodate 
not more than 1,600 patients, but with the 
assistance of two wa buildings that are 
leased from the Commissioners of Emigration, 
over 3,000 have been crowded into them, For 
these two buildings an annual rental of ,000 
is paid by the city. But even with these, all the 
buildings in the control] of the Board of Chari- 
ties and Correction are crowded far beyond the 
limits of prudence, and the extensions of the 
asylum system at Central Islip are not sufficient 
to accommodate the annual increase of the in- 
sane, 

On the State’s part of the island there are 
over forty buildings, large and small, repre- 
senting investments of over $2,000,000, that 
were built under acts of Congress of over forty 
years ago, with means provided by the capita- 
tion tax thatocean steamers pay on the immi- 
grants they bringirto the country. This tax is 
collected by: the Emigration Commissioners, 
and is accounted for to thé National Govern- 
ment, and out of it appropriations have been 
made for the construction and maintainance 
of the asylums, which were coveyed to the 
State and are now under tbe State’s man- 
agement and control. To these asylums 
are committed all the insane immi- 
grants who are without relatives to provide 
for them. Originally intended to accommodate 
3,500 patients, for years there nave not been 
above 220 patients confined there, and there 
has consequently been but little use for many 
of the buildings and they have been allowed to 
run to waste and decay. 

Controller Myers will introduce a resolution 
at to-day’s meeting forthe appointment of a 
committee to collate the facts and prepare a 
memorial to the Legislature and a bill embody- 
ing the desired transfer. some opposition is, 
of course, anticipated from the Emigration 
Board, but the facts, as set forth, are relied 
upon to convince the Legislature of the pro- 
priety of the desired action.

In his last annual report to Congress my pred- 
ecessor in estimated that the revenues 
of the Government for the tiseal year to end 
Jane 30, 1589, would exceed ordinary expendi- 
tures, not including the sinking fund, by $104.- 
900,000. The accuracy of his forecast is de- 
monstrated by the results set forth in the 
foregoing tables. 

AS compared the fiscal year 1888, the 
reeeipts fer 1389 have increased $7,783,984 08, 
of whieh £6,600,000 was in internal revenue 
and $4,700,000 in customs, with a falling off in 
the sales of public lands or $3,000,000. The or- 
dimary expenses increased by $22,342,657, run- 
ning through all branches except interest, which 
decreased $3,713,523. 

Fiscal Year 1890. 

For the present fiscal year the 
aétual and estimated, are as follows:

The revenues of the Government for the fiseal 
year ending June 30, 1891, are estimated at 

385,000,000, the same as the current year.

Bonds and other obligations of the United States 
have already been purchased and redeemed to 
the extent of $50,465,485 49, leaving the avail- 
able cash on hand Nov, 1, 1889, $45,385,762 40. 
PENSIONS; 

The amount estimated for pensions for the 
year 1889 was $76,312,400, and the estimates 
for same purpose, herewith submitted, for the 
year 1891 are $08,587,252, showing an appar- 
ent increase of $22,274,852. These figures, 


however, dg not even approximately represent 
the actual increase of expenditure for pensiens, 
because the estimate for the year 1889 was 
wholly inadequate to meet the demands of the 
service. The amount regularly ap ropriated 
for pensions for that year was $81,758,700. To 
this was added a deficiency appropriation by 
last Congress of $8,000,000, and about $8,000,- 
000 more were necessarily drawn from the ap- 
propriations for the current year, to pay pen- 
sions due in the fiscal year 1889, but for whieh 
sufficient appropriations haa not been made. 
The total amount, therefore, which was actu- 
ally required for pensions for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1889, was $95,624,779 11. 

The amount appropriated for pensions for 
the current year was the same as last year, 
(881,758,700;) but there is an estimated de- 
ficiency of $24,000,000 for this year, making a 
total Of $105,758,700; deducting from this the 
$8,000,000 drawn out, a8 above stated, to meet 
the deficiency for iast year, will leave charge- 
able to the current year $97,758,700. The 
amounts actual and estimated for pensions will 
therefore stand as follows:

SINKING FUND. 

Under the requirements of the act of Feb. 
25, 1862, (Revised Statutes, Sections 3,688 
and 3,689,) establishing a sinking fund 
for the gradual extinguishment of the 
public debt, estimated for the current 
fiscal year at $48,321,116 99, there have 
been redeemed during the months of July, 
August, September, and October fractional cur- 
reney, Treasury notes, and bonds of the United 
Staces which had ceaséd to bear interest, 
amounting to $11,310, in addition to the pur- 
chase of $12,136,750 of the funded loan of 1891 
and $27,695,600 of the funded lean of 1907, at 
a cost to the fund for premium of $7,536,- 
058 37 onthe former and $710,666 79 on the 
latter loau. The requirements of the fund for 
the tiscal year 1890 have thus been practicaily 
provided for. 

As shown by. the foregoing statements the to- 
tal revenues of the United States for the year 
eaten Pan 30, 1889, amounted to $387,050,- 
058 84. . 

The increase over the fiscal year 1888 was 
$7,783,984 U8. The increase for 1888 over the 
fiscal year 1887 was $7,862,797 10. 

The total amount received trom customs, the 
last fiscal year, was $223,832,741 69, showing 
an increase over the year 1888 of $4,741,568 06, 
and being the largest amount ever received in 
any one year from that source. 

The total net receipts from internal revenue 
for the fiscal year 1889, as shown by the books 
of the Treasury, were $130,881.513 92, being 
an increase over the year 1888 of $6,584,- 
641 94, 

There was a decrease of $3,163,365 44 from 
the sales of public lands, and of $378,860 48 
from miscellaneous sources, 

The total receipts of the last fiscal year have 
been exceeded but six times in the history of 
the Government. The ordinary expenditures of 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1889, exclusive 
of premium on bonds, were also greater than in 
any other year, feoeng during the war period, 
aud the years which bore its cost most heavily, 
being $22,342,656 93 greater than for the fiscal 
year 1888. The expenditures for the last quar- 
ter of the fiscal year 1889 were $9,790,696 74 
less than for the last quarter of the fiscal year 
1888 

PURCHASE OF BONDS. 

During the twelve months ended Oct, 31, 
1889, there were purchased under the circular 
of April 17, 1888, United States bonda-to the 
amount of $99,233,950. Of these, $32,279,400 
were obtained prior to March 4, 1889, and 
66,954,550 after that date. 

Notwithstanding the diminished supply of 
bonds for sale in the markets, the Government 


has been able to obtain at constantly decreas- 
ing prices a sufficient amount of bonds to meet 
the requirements of the sinking tund for the 
current fiecal year and carry out the provisions 
of law respecting the investment of the surplus 
revenue. While it was necessary to pay 108 
for 415 per cent. bonds of 1891 purchased March 
5, 1889, with a net premium of 7.97, they were 
offered and accepted Oct. 31 at 105%, the net 
premium being 4.99, a decrease in actual pre- 
wium of nearly 3 percent. During the same 
period, or from April 6 to Oct. 31, 1889, the 
price of 4 per cent. bopds was t1educed from 
129 to 127 and the net premium from 28.938 to 
26.66, a reduction in actual premium of over 
234 per cent. 
SURPLUS REVENUE. 

It appears from the foregoing estimates that 
after due provision shall have been made for 
meeting the ordinary expenses of the Govern- 
ment, including the requirements of the sink- 
ing fund, there will remain, under the opera- 
tion of existing laws, an annual surplus of rev- 
enue of about $44,000,000. 

An accumulation of moneyin the Treasury 
beyond the necessities of the Government en- 
dangers legitimate business, tends to excessive 
and wasteful punplic expenditure, and to encour- 
age extravagance in private affairs. 

In the presence of such conditions it is a man- 
ifest duty to wisely guard against a future need- 
less accumulation With its fruitful train of evils. 

If a portion of the surplus revenue can be 
used to enlarge our foreign markets, and there- 
by advance our commercial and productive in- 
terests, itis the part of wisdom to so apply i, 
‘Vhe strengthening of our coast defenses, an 
the building up of our navy, subjects of national 
concern, offer turther Opportunity tor wise ex- 
penditures that would return the money direct- 
ly to the people. 

But, after making provision for such expend- 
itures as may be proper and reasonable for 
these purposes, a large annual surplus will still 
remain under the operation of existing laws. 

Reduction of the interest-bearing debt of the 
Government, by the purchase of bonds, 1s the 
expedient resorted to for returning a part of 
this surplus to the channels of trade, and is the 
only means now open to the Seeretary of the 
Treasury for the use of this money. To require 
trom him this measure of responsibility and 
discretion is of doubtful wisdom. 

A possible successful appeal to this discretion 
tempts individuals to rash business undertak- 
ings, in the belief that the money in the Treas- 
ury will be used to avert threatened disaster. 
In the absence of such discretion in the Secre- 
tary, tne possible use of this money would 
cease to enter into the calculations of the busi- 
ness world. 

It is manifestly wrong to take money from 
the people for the cancellation of bonds, to the 
saving of only about 2 per cent. of interest, 
when it is worth to them poruers three times as 
much in their business. itis rather through a 
reduction of customs receipts and internal 
taxes that an unnecessary accumulation of 
money in the Treasury should be avoided. 

There was received during the last fiscal 
year, from ali sources of intérnal revenue, the 
sum of $130,894,434 20. This, if is estimated, 

would be increased, under existing laws, to 
$135,000,000 for the current fiscal year. The 
tax collected on tobacco was 931,96 837 53. 
Whatever may be said of the moral or physical 
effects and influence of tobacco, it has come to 
be regarded as a necessity by the poor as well 
asthe rich. It is now the only prodact of agri- 
Gulture that is directly taxed wy the Govern- 
ment. The repeal of this tax would reduce the 
surplus about $32,000,000. 
ALCOHOL FOR USE IN THE ARTS. e 

The subject of exempting from taxation aleo- 
hol for use in the arts merits and hag received 
much attention. It is estimated upon careful 
inquiry that about 6,000,000 gallons of alcohol 
are annually,used in this country in a vast num- 
ber of chemical and medicinal preparations of 
common and needful use, as well as in many of 
the important mechanical and industrial arts, 
from which a tax of $5,400,000 is collected. Its 
use for these purposes would doubtless b 
largely increasea were it not for this tax, whic 
is equivalent to about 250 per cent. of its value, 
Thisis a direct and onerous burden upon ou 
industrial interests and upon the consumers o 
the articles produced, for which there now 
seems te be no necessity or excuse, 

As alcohol may be exported without the pay- 
ment of this tax, a direct and a ous discrimi- 
nation is made in favor of foreign manufactur- 
ers, >. he serious detriment of our own 
industries. 


The proposition to remove tele tar, it would 
seem, shoul commend itself to the advocates 
of frée raw material for use in domestic Manu- 
factures. It certainly should meet with favor 
from those who demand the free admission of 
wool, on which there was collected in the last

amendment to House bill 9,051 of the last Con- 
gress seems to provide the necessary safecuard 

In case the tax should be removed both fro 
tobacco and alcohol used in the arts, the feduc- 
tion thus effected would be about $37,500,000, 
leaving a balance from internal revenue of 
about $97,500,000. 

CUSTOMS REVENUE REDUCTION. 

Redudtion in receipts from custonis presents 
the only other advisable méans for diminishing 
the revenue. This can be accomplished: 

First—By reduction in rates of duty upon 
those articles which, by reason of inconsiderate 
legislation, of changés which have occurred in 
the development of our indistries, are found to 
be excessive. 

Second—By increase in rates upon articles 
which have not been successfully produced 
heré, bevause not adequately protected, the ob- 
vious effect of which increase would be to stim- 
wate domestic production and diminish im- 
portations and revenue. itis plain that such 
articles should either be fairly protected or 
placed upon the free list, 

third—By transferring to the free list articles 
which, from climatic or other Catises, are not 
and can not be successfully produced here, also 
articles which, under existing conditions, we 
cannot economically produce in sufficient quan- 
tities to meet the needs of our people, or to 
serve the purpose of competition with ®foreign 
productions, and articles the production of 
which is of in@onsiderabie importance. 

The cases aré exceptional under our tariff in 
which a moderate or reasonable reduction of 
rates would result in a decrease of the revenue. 
As a general rule, a reduction in tie rates of 
duty would ibGrease importations in greater 
proportion than the rates are reduced, and so 
increase rather than diminish receipts. This 
would be the result of any plan of horizontal 
reduction yet proposed; thus, a horizontal re- 
duction of 10 or 20 per cent. in rates might re- 
sult in 20 or 50 per cent. or even greater in- 
crease in the vuluime of imports, The tendency 
of this would be to largely increase tie surplus, 
and, to the extent of the increased importations, 
to deprive American workmen of the employ- 
meut which belongs to them, and corresponding- 
dy to reduce the price oflabor. The disastrous 
effects of such a policy upon the country would 
be threefold— 

firsi—It_ would diminish the demand for 
American labor and capital by the amount of 
labor and capital expended in foreign countries 
peng the production of such increased importa- 

ions, 

second—It would yithdraw from active circu- 
lation here the mofey required to pay the du- 
ties On these increased importations, and thus 
add to the evils of our present surplus, 

Third—it would largely increase the adverse 
balance of trade with foreign countries, and 
contract our circulation by the amount of 
money necessarily exported to meet our in- 
creased indebtedness abroad. ’ 

A tariff for revenue only contemplates such 
an adjustment of duty as will yield the largest 
amount of revenue at the lowest rates. It 
means the largest possible quantity of importa- 
tions consistent with the amount of customs 
revenue required to defray the expenses of the 
Government, 

If, under a protective tariff, $300,000,000 of 
importations would pay anu annual revenue of 
$100,000,000, to produce the same amount at 
half the rates, under a tariff for revenue only, 
would require $600,000,000 of importations. 
The result of this policy, in the case supposed, 
would be to take from american producers their 
home market for $300,000,000 of products and 
transfer it to their foreign competitors, While it 
would thus deprive our workmen of employ- 
ment, it would also deplete the country of gold 
to pay for foreign labor and material, which 
should be supplied at home. 

A tariff based upen the difference in the cost 
of labor and materials, in this and foreign 
countries, WiJl fail of its pairpose in times of 
overproduction and depression in competing 
countries. Foreign manufacturers are cotv- 
pelled to maintain their extensive establish- 
ments in order to manufacture at the minimum 
cost, and as this is the only country that will 
buy more than is needed for present demand, it 
becomes, at such times, the damping ground 
for all manufacturing Europe. For a long time 
past a considerabie proportion, at least of arti- 
cles of certain lines of im}ortations, has been 
of this class. They have been sold here below, 
in fact without regard to the cost of production, 
the manufacturers looking to their own and 
foreign markets, which they control for their 

profit, 

All these conditions and practices of trade 
should be carefully cousidered in framing a 
tariff either for the purposes of protecticn or 
revenue, 


REVISION OF THE TARIFF. 
Whatever differences of opinion there may be 
with rezard to the best method of disposing of 
the surplus revenue and preventing the accu- 
mulation of money in the Treasury beyond the 
proper needs of the Government, and however 
diverse may be opinions as to the abstract ques- 


tion of taxation for revenue purposes, customs 
and internal, there is general agreement that a 
revision of the tariff and customa laws is ur- 
gently needed. 

I believe it to be the dominant sentiment of 
the country that, in the adjustment of duties on 
imports, protection to home industry should be 
a governing consideration. While there is a 
wide divergence of judgment on this propost- 
tion, it cannot well be denied that it is the set- 
tied policy of this Goveanment that such duties 
shall be so levied:as to result in the protection 
of labor employed in domestic industries from 
destructive foreign competition, 

_One of the fundamental objects in the levying 
of duties on imports, declared in the preamble of 
the first tariff act passed by Congress in 1789, 
was the encouragement and protection of man- 
ufactures, The doctrine thus proclaimed has 
broadened with our advancing civilization and 
growth, and its wisdom has been demonstrated 
by the marvelous development of those indus- 
tries, protected by the high duties, demandeu 
by the necessities of the Government incident 
to civil war. 

It should, however, be remembered that the 
prime object in the imposition of these high 
duties was the raising of revenue, and rates 
were adjusted to that end, rather than to the 
protection and development of domestic indus- 
tries. It came about, therefore, that the meas- 
ure of protection was capricious and unequal, 
and some industries were greatly prospered, 
while others, equally favored by natural re- 
sources and conditions, either languished or 
failed of development. 

Aiter areview of the subject of a revision of 
the admimuistrative features of the tariff laws 
at some length, the Secretary says: 

Many of the reformatory changes in the cus- 
toms laws above suggested have been embodied 
in ove form or another in bilis introduced in the 
last Congress. These were doubtless the result 
of careful investigation and consideration by 
the appropriate committees, and their general 
teatures are understood to have had the ap- 

roval of my immediate predecessor. It is not 
mprobable that these or similar measures will 
be again introduced, with better promise of en-, 
actment. Believing the changes thus proposed 
would greatly benefit customs administration, 
I urgently recommend them to the early and 
favorable consideration of Congress. 

While recommending this legislation, I ear- 
nestly invite attention to the necessity for a 
complete codification and revision of the cus- 
toms laws, to include such modifications and 
new provisions as practice an’ experience have 
demonstrated are required for the efficiency of 
the system. 

Materials for such a codification and revision 
have been collected and partially formulated, 
under my direction, by competent officers of 
this department. These materials are intended 
for, and will be at the disposal of, Congress. 


SUBSIDIES. 

It is but afew years since we stood first among 
the nations in shipbuilding, and were excelled 
only by Great Britain in the amount of our 
ocean tonnage: Now, so far as foreign trade is 
concerned, our ship yards are comparatively 
silent, and our flag has almost disappeared from 
the high seas. Once75 per cent. of our tonnage 


was carried in our own ships; now 87 per cent. 
is carried in foreign bottoms. Once our ocean 
commerce enriched our own countrymen; now 
our immense tonnage of exports i imports 
gives employment mainly to alien labor, and 
alien capital levies upon our peo le an annual 
tribute estimated at $150,000, for freights 
and fates, Nor is this tribute the only, or even 
the worst, feature of the case, for our farmers 
and mechanics are practically excluded from the 
inarkets of the worid, except as they may be 
reached by the circuitous routes prescribed for 
their own a Somtads and convenience, by our 
great competitors in these markets. An over- 
whelming public sentiment demands that this 
humiliation and loss shali cease. If our indus- 
trial interests are to prosper, it our commerce 1s 
to be sustained, extended, and increased, we 
toust cease to be dependent upon any other 
nation or people for access to foreign markets, 

Doubtless there are serious obstacles in the 
way, and they are greater now than they were 
a tew years ago, on account of the immense 
capital invested by foreign steamship compa- 
nies, with which we shall have to compete. 
These obstacles will constantly increase, for 
every year adds largely to the capital thus in- 
vested. Whatever is to be done must be done 

romptly. We have tried the do-nothing policy 
fong enough. Its results are before us, and 
they are not satisfactory. Shall we accept as 
ipvevitable our present humiliating and unprofit- 
able position, or shall we us means at com- 
mand to regain our lost power and prestige on 
the ocean! Shall we give that protection and 
encouragement to our shipping interests that 
other nations give to theirs, and which we 
freely give to all our other great interests? Or 
shall we, by continifed neglect, suffer them to 
be utterly destroyed 
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ofthe Republic left fo doubt of their purpose 
to protect its interests on the'water as well ag 
on the land. So great was the development of 
our shipbuilding and shipping interests, under 
the fostering influence of those acts, that wo 
sold ships atiounting to hundreds of thousands 
of igus to toreigners, and our merchant marine 
soos became the pride of every citizen and the 
env¥ of the world. 

Voicing the national sentiment in 1825, 
Daniel Webster said: “We have a commerce 
whieh leaves no sea unexplored; ngvies which 
take no law from superior force.” How like 
bitter itony these words would sound in 1889. 
The brilliancy of our achievements on the 
ocean begat overconfidence, and listening to 
the voice of frée trade, Congress on the 24th of 
May, 1828, passed an act At comnts 9 | all pro- 
tection from our shipping interest and opening 
our ports to the ships of %ll ‘hations upon tue 
same terms as to our own. Notwithstanding 
this, our merchant mariue continued to be 
progperous so long as wooden vessels were the 
only vehicles of cOmmerce and other nations 
refrained from peyink heavy subsidies to their 
ships. But when iron steamers took the place 
of wooden sail vessels and European Govern- 
ments began to pour their contributions into 
the treasuries of their steamship companies the 
decadence of American shipping began ana has 
continued ever since. No other yesult was pos- 
sible under the circumstances. When we opened 
our ports to the vessels of the world upon the 
broadest principles of equality and tree trade, 
Other nations seizéd the advantages thus 
otiered and at once began the system of liberal 
subsidies, while this Nation left her vitizens to 
compete uuaided against foreian ship-ownérs 
backed by the power and financial aid of their 
Governments, The total amount which has 
thus been contributed to aid in sweeping our 
commerce from the ocean is not accurately 
known, but the following conservative state- 
ment will give som’ idea of what our people 
have had to contend with in their heroic but 
vain efforts to maintain a respectable merchant 
marine: 

From 1830 to 1885 Great Britain paid out of 
her Treasury to steamship coimpaniés for mail 
contracts and suvsidies over $250,000,000, and 
since 1885 she has paid annually au average of 
$3,750,Q00. 

‘the Italian Government pays an annual sub- 
sidy of $1,570,000, 

Fravce pays a graduated bounty for con 
struction of vessels from $2 to $12 per ton, and 
also a bounty per mile run, The sums asked for 
in the French vudgets of 1888 and 1889 under 
these heads amounted to about $1,650,000; the 
atihual outlay trom 1881 to 1886 is stated at 
avout $3,500,000. 

Germany contributes largely to the support 
of her steamships, paying, as has been stated, 
nearly $1,000,0U0 a year to a single line, which 
has supplanted an unsubsidized American line 
formerly running between New-York and 
Bremen. 

Spain pays a bounty of $6 on the tonnage 
builtin that country, in accordance with the 
established regulations, and provides for a re- 
bate of duties on articles imported for thé con- 
struction of vessels. Her anuual compensation 
tor ocean mails is said to be over $1,000,000. 

The United States alone, of the great com- 
mercial nations, while encouraging railroads by 
liberal grants @nd subsidies, aud protecting her 
coastwise and internal commerce and all her 
home indugfries, has utterly neglected and 
abandoned flier great foreigao maritime in- 
terests, ev@én declining to pay tair rates for 
services reudered by vessels of the United 
States, although Congress had appropriated 
money for the purpose, 

American merchants, shipbuilders, and ship 
owners ask no special advantages. Give them 
au equal chance and they will hold their own 
against all competitors, But they cannot be 
expected long to maittain the unequal contest 
against foreign capital backed by foreign 
treasuries... Some of our broad-minded and 
patriotic citizens are still struggling to main- 
tain afew lines, by which direct communica- 
tion is kept open, notably with South America, 
the West Indies, and China and Japan. The 
line to Brazil has to co&tend with the ships 
ot England, Germany, Spam, and Italy, all of 
which are heavily subsidized for the purpDose of 
extending the commerce of their respective 
countries. Theiines to the West Indies come 
in direct competition with Spanish ships run- 
ning between Havana, New-York, Boston, and 
Quebec, andfreceiving Governmental bounties 
amounting to $20,307 per round trip. 

Americah Vessels running between San Fran- 
cisco and Asiatic ports, and receiving mail 
compensation of only $14,446 32a year, have 
to compete with the subsidized ships of Eng- 
land and other countries, and especially with 
the new line recently established for the ex- 
press purpose of preying upon our commerce, 
poth on lana and sea. ‘This latest and boldest 
attack upon our transportation interests is 
backed by subsidies of $300,000 per annum, on 
the line between Port Moody, in British Colum- 
bia, and China and Japan, and $500,000 per 
annum on the Atlantic line between Liverpvol 
and st. John, N. The railroad which forms 
the connecting link between these two steamer 
lines, aud thus gives a through route from Liv- 
erpool to China, has been aided to the extent 
of $165,548,000, 08 stated in the annual report 
ofthe Pacific Railway Company. During the 
last tiscal year we paid to foreign steamers for 
carrying our mails $396,583 81, and to our 
own steamers only $109,828 04, 

Can there be any doubt how these unequal 
contests will end if our Government maintains 
its positiou of supine indifference ¢ 

The evil and its cause are both apparent. 
What 1s the remeay? It cannot be found in a 
re-enactment of the tegislation of 1789, be- 
cause treaties stand in the.way, and it would 
not now be expedient, even if we had no trea- 
ties on the subject. : 

Granting American registers to foreign-built 
ships, for foreign trade, would have but little 
eifect, and besides it would not be in harmony 
with the principle of protection to American 
industries. f 

The difficulty is not 50 much in the cost of 
building ships asin running them in competi- 
tion with cheap foreign labor supplemented vy 
immense foreign bounties. Sofaras materials 
for shipbuilding are concerned, no nation has any 
natural advantages over us. Our iron, coal, and 
timber aré as cheap, abundant, and accessible 
asin any other country. Our mechanics are 
unsurpassed in skill, and the matchless genius 
of our inventors is the admiration of the world. 
If it costs somewhat more to build a ship in 
this country than in Europe, because American 
labor is better paid, fed, housed, and clothed, it 
is a cause for rejoicing rather than regret. If 
shipbuilding will not command the labor of our 
people as other industries do, itis because that 
industry, being whoily unprotected, has. gone 
into foreign hands, while the beneficent Amer- 
ican policy of protection has been thrown 
around our Other industries. The same policy 


wisely applied to shipbuilaing and shipping in-. 


terests would produce like results as in our 
manufacturing industries. This statement is 
illustrated and confirmed by our internal and 
coastwise trade, which is thoroughly protected, 
and hence in a most prosperous and satisfactory 
condition. While the number of vessels en- 
gaged in this trade has rapidly increased, the 
cost of transportation bas decreased, until our 
lake, river, and coastwise commerce is conduct- 
ed as clieaply as is like commerce in any part 
of the world. 

The causes of prosperity in our domestic 
shipping interests, and the causes which have 
brought our foreign merchant marine to its 
present deplorable and humiliating condition, 
clearly indicate the remedy necessary for the 
restoration of the latter. 

tebe f convinced that American steamship 
builders and owners cannot unaided compete 
with the Governments of Europe; that without 
proper aid and encouragement trom the United 
States we shall not only fail to regain our lost 
foreign carrying trade, but even to retain much 
longer the small remnant that remains, and 
that the restoration of our. merchant marine is 
essential to the extension of our foreign trade 
T do not hesitate to recommend that liberal an 
judicious aid and encouragement be given for 
the construction of steam merchant vessels, 
suitable for use as cruisers and transports in 
time of war; thatfair and liberal rates be paid 
to American steamers for transportation of 
mails to foreign countries, and that special aid, 
either in the form of mail pay or for mileage 
run, be made for the establishment of direct 
connection by American steamer lines with 
Mexico, Central and South America, and with 
China and Japan. 


THE SILVER PROBLEM. 

Following are the views of the Secretary on 
silver: 

The continued coinage of the silver dollar, at 
a constantly increasing monthly quota, is a dis- 
turbing element in the otherwise excellent 
financial condition of the country; and a posi- 
tive nindrance to any invernational agreement 
looking to the free coinage of both metals at a 
fixed ratio. 

Mandatory purchases by the Government of 
stated quantities of silver, and mandatory coin- 
age of the same into full legal-tender dollars, 


are ah unprecedented anomaly and have proved 
futile, not only in restoring the value of silver, 
but _—- in staying the downward price of that 
metal. ‘ 

Bince the Bag ed the act of Feb. 28, 1888, 
to Nov. 1, 1889, there have been purchased 
299,889,416.11 standard ounces of silver, at @ 
cost of $286,930,633 64, from which there have 
been coined 343,638,901 standard silver dollars. 

There were in circulation on Nov. 1 of the 

resent year 60,098,480 silver dollars, less than 
& per capita, the remainder, 283,539,521, be- 
tored away in Government vaults, of 
which $277,319,944 were covered by outstand- 
ing Certificates. 
he price of silver on March 1, 1878, was 
54 15-16d., equal to $1.20429 per ounce fine. 
At this price $2,000,000 would purchase 1,660,- 
729 ounces of fine silver, which Would coin 
2,147,205 standard silver dollars, At the aver- 
age price of silver tor the fiscal year ended 
June 30,1889, (42.4994.,) equivalent to $0.931¢3 
er ounce fine, $2,000,000 would purchase 
146,755 fine ounces, out of which 2,775,628 
standard silver dollars could be coined, 

he lower the price of silver the Chg the 
quantity that must be purchased, and the larger 
the num of oh doliars to be coined, to 
comply with the act of Feb. 28, 1878. 

No proper effort has been spated by the Treas- 
partment to put in ¢irculation the dol- 
lars coined under this law. They have been 
abipped. upon demand, from the Mints and 
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‘It is fréely adniitted that the predictions of 
many of our wisest financiers as to when th 
safejimit of silver coinage would be reache 
havé not been fulfilled, but it is believed that 
thé principles 6n witfth their apprehensions 
were based are justitied by the laws of trad6é 
and finance and by the universal experience of 
mankind. hile many favorable causés have 
co-operated to postpone the 6vil effects which 
are sure to follow the excessive issues of an 
over aees coin, the danger none the less ex- 
st 

The silver dollar has been maintained at par 
with gold, the monetary tnit, mainly by the 
provisions of law which make it a full legal 
tender, and its representative, the silver certifl- 
Gate, receivable for customs and other dues; 
but the vacupm created by the retirement of 
national bank circulation and the policy of the 
Government in not forcibly paying out silver, 
but leaving its acceptance largely to the cred- 
itor, have materially aided its free circulation. 

The extraordinary growth of this country in 
population and wealth, the unprecedented de- 
velopment in all kinds of business, ana the un- 
swerving confidence of the peoplein the govd 
faith and financial condition of our Government 
have been powerful influenges in enabling us to 
inaintain a depreciated and constantly-depre- 
clating dollar at par with our gold coins, far be- 
yond the limit which was believed possible a 
tew years ago. 

But the fact must not be overlooked that it is 
only in domestio trade that this parity has beet 
retained; in foreign trade the silver dollar pos- 
sesses only a bullion value. 

After discussing in detail the causes of the 
a ye cere of silver, the Secretary proceeds; 
It is unquestionably true that, in this country, 
public sentiment and commercial and indus- 
trial necessity demand the joint use of both 
metals as Money. It is not proposed to aban- 
Gon the use of either gold or silver money; 
the utilization of both metals as a circulating 
medium and as a basis for paper currency is 
believed to be essential to our national pros- 
perity. We cannot discard either if we would 
without invoking the most serious conse- 
quences. But the unprecedented change in the 
tinarket value of the two metals within the last 
sixteen years, and the steady depreciation of 
silver in the face of the large purchases on the 
sed of this Government, arouse grave appre- 

ensions and cause great difficulties. 

With a stock of 343,638,001 siiver dollars, 
sharing equally with our gold coins the func- 
tion of full legal-tender money, as well as 
$76,600,000 silver coins of limited tender, and 
an annual product of silver from our mines 
approximating $60,000,000, (coining value,) it 
would not befor the interests of this growing 
country, nor wouid it be wise public policy, to 
discontinue the use of either metal as money. 
Yet itis equally true that two widely different 
and constantly varying standards, for the meas- 
urement of values, are impossible in any per- 
manent, well-ordered financial system. 

While our circulation now embraces gold and 
silver coin and four kinds of paper money, there 
is in reality, since 1873, but one standard. 
Section 3,511, Revised Statutes, provides that 
“ the gold coins of the United States shall bea 
one-dollar piece, which at the standard weight 
ot 25.8 grains shall be the wnit of value.” 
*~ * = Our legal-tender notes have behind 
them, in the vaults of the Treasury, a reserve of 

100,000,000 in gold provided as a guarantee 
or their redemption. Our bank currency is 
based upon United States bonds, the principal 
and interest of which are payable in gold. Our 
gold certificates are expressly made redeemable 
in gold coin. 

It may be said that our standard silver dol- 
lars, and the certificates based upon them, con- 
stitute an exception. They are an gah 
the standard is nominally silver, but in reality 
itis gold. The buliion from which these dollars 
are coined is purchased at its market price in 
guld. They are made a legal tender, and are 
receivable for customs and otner dues, The 
faith and power of the Government are, there- 
fore, pledged to make them equal to their face 
value, and so long as their number is kept 
within safe and proper limits they will, in this 
country at least, be maintainea at par with 
golu. The honor as well as the interests df the 
country are involved in the preservation of 
this parity. Equivalence between our gold and 
silver dollar in foreign trade is impossible at 
the present price of silver, but equivalence in 
domestic trade is practicable so long as the 
coinage of the silver dollar is kept within prop- 
er limits. 

Force applied through legislative action may 
for a time control the laws of trade, but event- 
ually those laws, stronger than legislators, will 
assert their power. 

There are doubtless persons who would banish 
silver from circulation and rely wholly upon 
gold, while others would make silver the only 
standard, and by adopting the cheaper metal 
drive the dearer out of circulation, if not out of 
the country; but an overwhelming preponder- 
ance of public sentiment demands that both 
metals be utilized. 


SOLUTIONS WHICH HAVE BEEN PROPOSED. 
Various solutions of this problem have been 
proposed, among which the followimg may be 
mentioned: 
Firsi—An international agreement fixing a 
ratio between silver and gold, and opening the 


mints of the leading nations of the world to the 
free coinage of both metals, at the ratio so estab- 
lished. 

In such concert of action, if it could be se- 
cured, is the final and satisfactory solution of 
the silver problem. The policy of promoting it 
was instituted by the United States in 1878 
The proposition was made to the European na- 
tions, and was fuily set forth and justitied in 
two international gonferences. Unfortunately, 
some of the most powerful nations are not yet 
ready to act. Public sentiment, even in those 
countries, seems to be steadily moving in that 
direction, but thus far no substantial results 
have been achieved. 

tis believed by many persons well informed 
on the subject that eventually the evils and em- 
barrassments of the present condition of affairs 
will become so intolerable as to force the most 
reluctant nations into an agreement for the re- 
monetization of silver. upon some fair ratio, It 
has been proposed by persons of the highest 
financial standing to hasten this result by stop- 
ping the purchase of silver by the United 
States and by throwing an additional 30,000,- 
000 ounces annually upon the market to 
recipitate so sudden and great a_ fall 

Db. 1ts price as to create serious finan- 
cial disturbance throughout the world, and 
thus compel a speedy international adjustment 
of the silver question. This policy might 
prove the shortest way of reaching the desired 
result, but it would probably be attended by 
commercial and industrial disasters in this 
country as well as abroad which conservative 
gtatesmanship should seek to avoid. Some 
other less dangerous selution should be tound 
if possible. . 

second—The present policy of purchasing and 
coining $2,000,000 worth of silver per month. 

This is now approved by nobody. 

The so-called silver men oppose it, because it 
does not go far enough to meet their wishes; 
opponents of silver coinage denounce it, be- 
cause they deem it unwise and dangerous to in- 
crease the issue of a coin whose nominal value 
is far in excess of its bullion value. __ 

Third—increased purchases and coinage of 
silver to the maximum of $4,000,000 worth per 
month, now authorized by law. 

This policy is proposed by Many as a means 
of posreas ae our circulation, which they assert 
is deficient by reason of the retirement of na- 
tional bank notes, and also as a means of en- 
hancing the value ot silver by absorbing the 
world’s surplus produet, Both of these objects 
may be far better secured, as will be shown 
hereafter, by another method which possesses 
all the advantages of increased coinage, and 
involves none of its dangers. 

The argument has been strongly urged that 
by reason of the rapid retirement of nationa. 
bank notes, a severe contraction of our cur- 
‘rency has been effected, which is pareli sing 
our industries, crippling our commerce, an 
depressing the price of all kinds of property. 
The facts, however, do not sustain this argnu- 
ment. 

Since March 1, 1878, there has been no con- 
traction, but, on the contrary, a very large ex- 

ansion of our currency, as will appear from 

he following statement takén from the books 


| of the Treasury: 
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From the above statement it will be seen that 
the— ‘ 


Total increase of circulation of all 
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iméréase per menth has beén $4,342,204, 
$52,106,451 per aunum. The total net increase 
has béeh a little over 74 per cent., while the in- 
eréase in population has been about 33 per cent. 
In 1878 the circulation was about $16 50 per 
prem and in 1889 it was abouf $21 75 per 
capita. 

he statement, therefore, that this country is 
sufferliig a pafalysis from severe contraction 
does not seem to be.sound, nor do the facts ap- 
pearto justify a largely increased coinage of 
silver dollars for the purpose of expanding the 
currency. 

As tothe other proposition, that inoreased 
coinage would ehlance the value of aiiver by 
absorbing the world’s surplus product, it is a 
matter of grave doubt whethe® the purchase of 
an additional $2,000,000 worth of silver per 
month, would have the effect of materially and 
permanently increasing the price of silver. 
Lhat an increase of price would temporarily oc- 
eur if this Government should adopt such a 
policy seems provable, but whether it would be 
maintained is a matter of conjecture—depend- 
ent upon conditions whieh no one can foresee. 

If the purchase of 299,989,416 ounces of si1l- 
ver, in the briet period of eleven years, did not 
even stay the downward tendency in price, but 
in the face of this immense quantity purchased 
silver declined over 20 per cent. in value, what 
assurance have we that doubling the amount to 
be purchased and coined would materially and 
permanently enhance the price of silver, much 
less restore the former equilibrium? 

Such a policy would, on the other hand, be at- 
tended by great dangers, and would widen the 
gap between the legal ratio in coinage of this 
country and European countries, and thus in- 
crease the difficulties in the way of an interna- 
tional settlement. Every silver dollar coined 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 (actually 15.98 to 1) 1s an 
additional obstacle in the way of the adoption 
of any practical ratio by international agree- 
ment, which is the only final solution of the sil- 
ver question. For this reason, if for no other, 
future accumulations of silver should be only 
in the form of bullion. 

The purchaége of $4,000,000 worth of silver a 
month, at the present price of silyer, would 
mean the coinage of 5,600,000 silver dollars 
monthly, to be stored away in Treasury vaults. 
It may be said that certificates would be issued 
op these dollars, and that they would be a pop- 
ular form of currency, but the fact is that at no 
time since the coinage of the silver dollar was 
commenced has the full amount of silver dol- 
lars held by the Treasury been covered by out- 
standing certificates. The substitution of the 
silver certificate for the cumbersome and in- 
convenient silver dollar, while it has tended to 
popularize it and give it a circulation otherwise 
impossible, and to extend ite usefulness and 
postpone the evil day so often prophesied, has 
added po to 1ts value, and has relieved 
the dollar ffom none of the dangers inherent in 
the effort to Keep an overvalued coin at par 
with gold. These certificates rather add to the 
perils of such a financial policy by temporarily 
popularizing it, and by increasing and intensi- 
fying, through postponement, the evil resuits 
which inevitably await upon its enlargement 
and continuance. 

The coinage of 5,600,000 silver dollars a 

month would tax the present mint organiza- 
tion to its utmost capacity and would prac- 
ticaly suspend the coinage of gold. True, this 
migut be obviated by enlarged facilities, but as 
the coinage of $2,000,000 worth a month has 
more than met the demand for certificates the 
argument that this additional cvinage would 
soon be owned by the people in the shape of 
certificates is not sustained by the history of 
the past nor by the demands of the present. 
* Tf the issue of silver dollars, or the certificates 
which represent them, should become so numer- 
ous as to endanger the free circulation of gold 
and its representatives—goild certificates and 
legal-tender hotes—the dues of the Government 
would soon be paid in silver; aud.as heretofore 
the interest anu principal of the obligations of 
the Government have been paid in gold it would 
oniy be a question of time when the specie re- 
serve in the Treasury would change from goid 
to silver to such an extent as to force the Secre- 
tary to pay out silver. Just so long as the Gov- 
ernment does not forcibly pay out silver, but 
leuves its acceptance to the option of the cred- 
itor, no one is forced to receive it unless he 
thinks he oan dispose of it at 1ts face value, and 
in this way the number of silver dollars in cir- 
culation is limited to actual requirements. But 
if more than sufficient to satisfy business needs 
are issued they accumulate in the hands of 
merchants and in banks, and unless the Gov- 
ernment redeems them they must depreciate. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, in whomis 
lodged the discretionary power to purchase and 
coin $4,000,000 worth of silver per month, con- 
curs in the opinion of all his predecessors since 
1878, of both political parties, that there is a 


‘limit beyond which it is not safe to goin the 


coinage of full legal-tender dollars, the nomi- 
nal value of which is far in excess of the bull- 
ion vaiue, and he has, therefore, continued his 
purchases to the amount required by law. 

Fourth—Free coinage of standard silver dollars. 

This may be called the “heroic” remedy. To 
open our Mints to free coinage for depositors, 
when 41249 grains of standard silver are worth 
inthe markets of the world only 72 cents, 
would be to say to everybody at home and 
abroad, bring us 72 cents worth of silver, and 
by the magic of our stamps and dies we will 
transmute it into 100 cents. 

Free coinaze of silver, while it is an indis- 
pensable condition of permanent restoration, 
were it bestowed by this country at a time when 
the metal value of the silver in the full legal- 
tender dollar is 28 cents less than its nominal 
value, would simply have tle effect, by opening 
the Mints to the iree coinageof silver into legal 
dollars, to close them for the free coinage of 
gold. No doubtour Mints would find ample em- 
ployment. If they were now open to the free 
colnage of silver we should not need them for 
the coinage of gold, because gold woulda com- 
mand a premium and become a commodity to 
be hoarded or shipped abroad, and not acoin 
for circulation at home. It would stop the 
simultaneous circulation of gold and silver. 
Our customs dues would be paid only in silver, 
our legal-tender notes would be used to draw 
the gold from the Treasury, and would then 
represent only @ debt in silver, and we should 
be compelled to go into the market and pur- 
chase gold to meet our obligations, or pay them 
in silver doliars. Rich ana powerful as the 
United States is, we are not strong enough nor 
rich enough to absorb the silver of the world 
without placing our country wholly upon the 
Asiatic silver basis. This policy would in no 
wise tend to restore the desired equilibrium be- 
tween gold and silver nor to promote their joint 
use as money. ; 

Nor would it meet the hopes and expectations 
oft hose who desire an inorease of our circulat- 
ing medium. - 

The amount of gold and gold certificates 
owned by the people and in actual circulation, 
exclusive of $187,572,386 owned by the Treas- 
ury on Nov. 1, 1889, was $496,622,300. Free 
coinage of silver dollars would, as already 
stated, very soon put this large amount of gold 
at a premium, and cause it to be hoarded or ex- 
ported, and thus retire it from circulation. 

Even if we should coin 100,000,000 standard 
silver dollars a year it would be five years be- 
fore enough of them could be put in circulation 
to equal the gold thus banisned, and by the 
time 500,000,000 silver dollars, in addition to 
our present stock, could be circulated, their de- 
preciation from the gold standard might require 
one or two hundred millions more to do the 
game amount of work now done by gold. 

It is difficult to conceive ofa method by which 
a more swift and disastrous contractiou of our 
currency could be produced. 

It is within the memory of all that for several 
years prior to 1879 gold was not in circulation 
as money, but when resumption took place the 
nidden treasures which hafiso long been ban- 
ished from actual use at once flowed into the 
channels of business and produced the most sub- 
stantial and satisfactory conditions of pros- 
perity. . 

The free coinage of silver dollars, under ex- 
isting circumstances, would be to reverse the 
results achieved by resumption. 

Fifth—The coinage of silver doliars containing a 
doilar’s worth of builion, 

This has been with many a favorite solution 
of the problem under discussion. They say: 
“We have no objection to the coinage of silver 
if you will only make an honest dollar by put- 
ting into it enough silver to make it equal in 
value to a gold dollar.” 

« This proposition, while apparently “honest,” 
is thoroughly impracticable and impolitic. 

As the price of silver varies almost daily, the 
amount of silver to be put into the silver dollar, 
to make it of equal value to the gold dollar, 
would hd@ve to be changed constantly, Whil 
the divergence between thé dollar of gold an 
the dollar of silver would not be so great, the 
relative value of the two dollars would, in 
reality, be aa fluctuating and uncertain as itis 
now. ‘he present silver dollar is inconvenient- 
ly large and heavy for actual use as money, and 
to increase its weight from 412 to 556 grains, 
(which at the present price of silver would be 
the equivalent of the gold dollar,) that is, to in- 
crease its bulk 85 per cent., would make it sim- 
ply intolerable. 

Another objection is that the coinage of a 
heavier dollar would be a new obstruction to 
any international ratio. 

he paramount objection to this Pe how- 
ever, is that it would have a decided tendency 
to prevent any rise in the value of silver. 
Sei it at its present low price the law would 
in effect declare that it mu8t remain there for- 
ever, so far a8 its uses for coinage are con- 
cerned. 

Sivth—Issue certificates to depositors of silver 
bullion at the rate of $1 for 41212 grains of stand- 
ard silver, 

This proposition is a recognition of the inex- 
potisecy of coining silver dollars to pile away 

n Treasury vaul while their paper repre- 
sentatives are doing the work of circulation. 
To this extent it is an improvement on the last 
four propositions, inasmuch as it would save 
the useless expense of igre andi be more 
convenient for Storage. It would also be a step 
in the way of an international mpeg og 2 by 
stopping further silver coin at aratio differ- 
ent from that almost unive in Tropeon

The Secretary of the Treasury should have

If the price of silver should advance between 
the date of the Issue of a note and its payment, 
the holder of the no‘e would receive a less 
quantity of silver than he deposited, but 8 
exact quantity which could be bought in the 
market with the number of gold doliars called 
for by his note at the date of payment. If the 
price should decline he would receive more sil- 
ver than he deposited, but the quantity which 
could be purchased with the number of gold 
dollars called for by his note at the time pre- 
sented for payment. 

The advantages of retaining the option to ré- 
deem in gold are threefold: 

—s would give additional credit to the 
notes. 

second—It would prevent the withdrawal and 
redeposit of silver for speculative purposes. 

dhird—{t would afford a convenient method 
of making change when the weight of silver 
bars does not correspond with the amount of 
the notes. 

So far as the issue of the notes is concerned, 
the plan is very simple.’ If a depositor brings a 
hundred ounces of silver to the Mint, and the 
market price of silver at that date, as deter- 
wined by the Secretary of the Treasury, is 95 
cents an ounce, he would receive in payment 
Treasury notes calling for $95. 

Various methods of redeeming the proposed 
notes have been considered, but the plan rec- 
ommended seems preferable. 

They might be redeemed wholly in silver bull- 
ion of the same weight as that depositea; that 
is to say, if an owner of siiver had deposited a 
hundred ounces he might receive back a hun- 
dred ounces. 

The objection to this plan of redemption is 
that it would subject the notes to all the flact- 
uations which might occur in the, price of sil- 
ver, and from lack of steadiness and certaihty 
of value they might not circulate freely aa 
money. 

Another plan which has been suggested is to 
redeem them in lawful money of the Un 
States, doilar for dollar. This is practica’ a 
purchase of the bullion at its market ee the 
Government becoming the ownerof it on the 
issue of the notes, This method has some features 
which commend it, but on the whole it does not 
seem logical or desirable that the notes should 
be redeemed in a currency which is certainly no 
better, If as good, as themselyes. Moreover, it 
does not seem expedient to pile up in the vantts 
of the Government a large quantity of silver 
bullion which cannot be made available for the 
redemption of the very notes which are based 
upou it. True, the Government might coin the 
bullion into standard silver dollars and use the 
resulting coin for the redemption of the notes, 
which would be quite satisfactory when the 
silver doliar becomes equal in value to the gold 
dollar, but at present it would not appear to be 
either just or desirable to issue a note on ade- 
posit of a hundred cents’ worth of silver, and re 
deem it witha dollar containing only 72 conta’ 
worth of silver. 


ADVANTAGES OF THE PROPOSED MEASURE, 

Among the obvious advantages of the measure 
proposed, the following may be briefly stated: 

first—it would establish aad maintain through 
the operations of trade a convenient and eco- 
nomical use of all the money metal in the coun- 
try. 

Second—It would give us a paper currency not 
subject to undue or arbitrary inflation or con- 
traction, nor to fluctuating values, but based 


dollar for dollar, on bullion at its market price, 
and having behind it the pledge of the Govern- 
ment to maintain its value at par, it would be 
as good as goid, and would remain in circula- 
tion, as there could be no motive for demanding 
redemption for the purposes of ordinary busi- 
ness transactions. 

ihird—By the utilization of silver in this way 
@ market wouid be provided for the surplus 
product. This would tend to the rapid enbance- 
ment of its value, until a point be reached 
where we can with safety open our mints tv 
the free cviuage of silver. 

tourth—Tue volume of absolutely sound and 
perfectly couvenient currency thus introdaced 
into the channels of trade would also reiieve 
gold of a part of the work which it would otiher- 
wise be required to perform. Both of the causes 
last mentioned, it is confidently believed, woulda 
tend to reduce the difference in value between 
the two metals and to restore the equiiibriam 
so much desired. It would furnish a perfectly 
sound currency to take the piace of retired 
national bank notes, and thus prevent the con- 
traction feared from that source. 

Fufth—It would meet the wants of those who 
desire a larger volume of circulation, vy the in- 
troduction of acurrency which, being at all 
times the equivalent of gold, would freeiy cir- 
culate with it, and thus avoid the danger of 
contraction which lurks in the policy of in- 
creased or free coinage of silver, by reason of 
the hoarding or exportation of gold. 

Sizth—It should not encounter the opposition 
of those who deprecate inflation, for, though 
thé volume of currency may be somewhat in- 
creased, the notes would be limited to the sur- 
plus product of silver, and each dollar thas 
issued would be absotutely sound, and would 
—— an amount of, bullion worth a dollar 
in gold, 

sSeventh—It would be far more advantageous 
to silver producers than increased coinage un- 
der eXisting law, for in both cases Dallion 
would be paid for at its market valine, and under 
the plan proposed a much larger amount could be 
used with safety, and while increased coinage, 
would arouse the fears and encounter the oppo- 
sition of a very large and powerful class of peo- 
ple, it is believed that this measure would meet 
with their acquiescence. 

Aighth—There would be no possibility of loss 
to the holders of these notes, because in addi- 
tion to their full face value in bullion they 
would have behind them the pledged faith of 
the Government to redeem them in gold, or its 
equivalent in silver bullion. 

Ainth—The adoption of this policy and the re- 
peal of the Compulsory Coinage act would quiet 
public apprehension in regard to the overissue 
of standard silver dollars, and the present stock 
could therefore be sately maintained at par. 

Tenth—This plan could be tried with perfect 
safety, and, it is believed, with advantage to all 
our interests, Should it prove a successful and 
satisfactory plan for utilizing silver as money, 
other nations might findit to their interest te 
adopt it, without walting for an international 
agreement, and should concerted action be 
deemed desirable it could then be more readily 
secured. ; 

By this method it is believed that the way 
would be paved for the opening of the mints of 
the world to the free coinage of silver and the 
restoration of the former equilibrium of the 
money metals. 


POSSIBLE OBJECTIONS AND ORITICISMS, 

I may here conveniently note and answer in 
brief some of the objections which may be made 
to this proposition: 

First—Possibility of loss to the Government 
by a further depreciation in tbe vaiue of silver 
bullion. 

This danger is exceedingly remote. On the 
other hand, there is every reason to believe that 
a@ profit to the Government would be realized 
by the adoption of this measure. Firat, from 
the almost certain rise in the value of the silver 


on deposit, whioh would inure to its advantage; 
and, second, from the destruction and perma- 
nent loss of notes, which would never be pre- 
sented for redemption, the builion represented 
by them then becoming the property or the 
Government. 

But even if a loss arise by reason of a further 
decline in the value of silver, this woula not be 
a valid objection to the measure proposed, for 
the reason that the Government, having as- 
sumed control of the currency of the country, ia 
bound, at whatever cost, to supply a circulat- 
ing medium which is absolutely sound. This 
duty has been fully recognized in the case of 
our legal-tender notes by the sale of $100,000,- 
000 of 4 per cent. bonds in order to provide 
that amount of gold, which now lies in the 
Treasury, as a reserve for their redemption. 
We have already paid out $40,000,000 intereat 
on these bonds, as a portion of the cost of main- 
taining the outstanding $346,000,000 of United 
States notes, and we are stiil paying $4,000,000 
a year for that purpose. 

Second—It might be suggested that to issne 
Treasury notes on unlimited deposits of bullion

fhe answer to this objection is that the dan- 
Ze? is by DO means great, but should it prove 
80, the judicious exercise by the Secretary of 
the Treasury of his option to redeem in gola 
(either coin,, bullion, or certificates) would 
eilectually prevent the successful culmination 
of such specuiative operations. 

+afth—Uniess the amount of silver bullion be 
limited, may not this policy resultin an undue 
and dangerous increase in the volume of our 
currency? May we not be fleoded with the 
World's excess of silver? 

Fears of too large a volume of absolutely 
sound currency are not entertained to any con- 
siderable extent. by our people. The dangers 
irom such an expansion are not apparent, nor 
are they serious. It is only inflation from over- 
issue of doubtful or depreciated dollars that af- 
jords substantial zrounds for apprehension. 

As tothe objection that we may be flooded 
‘with the world’s silver,.the proposed law itself, 
and the statistics in regard to the present prod- 
net and the uses of silver, furnish a complete 
reply. Treasury notes would only be issued at 
the average price of silver in the leading tinan- 
ela] centres of Europe and the United States, so 
that there-could be no a motive for ship- 
ping it from abroad. Why should any one pay 
the cost of transporting silver from Eu- 
rope to exchange for our Treasury notes 
at the same price it would command in gold at 
home? Probably we should receivesome of the 
surplus product of Mexico; but, as will be pres- 
entiy shown, the amount would not be danger- 
ously large. 1t would not come from South 
America, because it would command the same 
price in gold in London that it would in notes 
in New-York, and nearly all the produot of 
South America goes, in the shape of miscellane- 
ous ores and base bars, to Europe for econom- 
jeal refining. 

AS the last objection raised is of vital impor- 
tance, it may properly be considered somewhat 
in detail. 

The silver product of the world, for the calen- 
Gar year 1888, was estimated to have been ap- 
proximaiely 110,000,000 ounces, divided among 
producing countries as follows:

The commercial value of the above product, 
based upon the average price of silver for the 
same year (94 cents an ounce) was $103,400,- 
DOL, and the coining value $142,000,000. 

Tt is necessary to use the coining value in this 
connection, because it is proposed to deal with 
coinages which are usually reported at their 
nominal value. 

The silver cuinages of the world officially re- 
ported to tbe Director of the Mint through our 
Yyoreign representatives forthe year 1888 aggre- 
gated $149,737,442, 

included in this aggregate are 26,658,964 
Mexican dollars and the sum of $28,000,000 of- 
ficially reported as recoinages—that is, domes- 
tic or foreign coins remeited during the year. 
What amount of old jewelry, plate, &6., was 
used for cofmage purposes is not known, aside 
from the United States. 

Deducting the coinage of Mexican dollars and 
the amount of the recoinages, say $54,000,000, 
leaves the amount of new silver employed in 
coinage about $95,000,000. 

The new silver used in coinage in 1888 was 
approximately distributed as follows:

The product of new silver for the same year 
was, approximately, $142,000,000, (coining 
value,) leaving about $47,000,000 of new silver 
for use In the arts and industries, for Mexican 
coinage not remelted, and unavcounted for. 

_Deducting tor recoinages—that is, for aomes- 
tis and foreign coins used over, say $4,000,000 
—tbe vaine of the new silver used annually in 
coinage by the United States and India may be 
placed at $67,000,000. 

Since the suspension of silver coinage by the 
States of the Latin Union in 1875 the only na- 
tions which have executed full legal-tender 
silver coinages of any considerable value have 
been the United States and India. While it is 
true that the mints of Mexico have been open 
to the coinage of full legai-tender silver dollars, 
and that the number of Mexican dollars coined 
apaually from new bullion amounts to about 
$25,000,000, this coinage cannot be considered 
as adding materially to the world’s stock of 
coin, for the reason that the bulk of the Mexican 
dollars coined are soon melted aown and used 
in other coinages or absorbed in Asiatic trade. 
The eGuversion of bullion into Mexican dollars 
is only a convenient way of utilizing it for 
Hastern trade. 

The mints of Japan are still open to the coinage 
of full legal-tender silver yens, or dollars, and 
they coined during the year 1888 over $8,000,- 
690 and in the year 1887 over $9,000,000 in 
sliver yens. Some fuil legal-tender coinage.js 
execuied annually by Austria-Hungary, both in 
silver trade coins (Maria ‘Theresa thalers) for 
circulation in the Levant, and silver florin and 
two-fiorin pieces for domestic trade, the value 
ofthe former being for the year 1887 about 
$3,175,000 and for 1888 about $1,100,000, and 
ofthe latter about $8,000,000 in 1887 and 
$4,000,000 in 1888. 

Some full legal-tender silver coinage is exe- 
cuted annually by France for its possessions in 
Cochin China and in Africa, and some by Hol- 
Jana for its foreign possessions. With these 
exceptions, the silver coinages of the world con- 
sist almost exclusively of subsidiary pieces 
struck for change purposes by European and 
South American countries, 

Of the silver coinage of Mexico it would be 
frafe to say that from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000 
remains annually in existence as coin either in 
Mexico or China. 

It wouid be a low estimate to say that at 
jeast $10,000,000 worth of silver is exported 
agnually to China, Asia, and Africa, exclusive 
of any portion which goes into che coinage of 


British India. 

Soetbeer, the eminent German statistician, in 
an unpublished article recently received from 
him by the Director of the Mint, places the ex- 
portation of new sliver annually to Asia and 
Africa, exclusive of what goes into Indian 
coinage, at from 400,000 to 500,000 kilograms, 
or trom $16,000,000 to $20,000,000. He esti- 
mates the amonnt used annually in the sub- 
sidiary coinages of Europe and American States 
at from 300,000 to 400,000 kilograms of new 
silver, or from $12,000,000 to $16,000,000. 

The amount of new silver used annually in 
the arts 2nd industries is not known even ap- 
proximately. In this country the consumption 
ja very large, approximating $5,000,000 an- 
nualiy, An estimate of $10,000,000 for the rest 
of the world is not considered excessive, when 
the amount of silver plate, watch cases, and 
jewelry manufactured in France, Great Britain, 
Germany, and Switzerland, and the enormous 
nese of silver for ornaments in India, as reported 
by writers and ‘travelers, is considered. 

In a table prepared by the Director of the 
Mint, from reports of foreign Governments, as 
to the value of the precious metals employed 
annually in the industrial arts, eleven leading 
countries, including the United States, reported 
a use of $21,000,000 in silver. This, cf course, 
includes coin melted down and old Material re- 
used, as well asnew bullion. 

Soetheer places the annual consumption of 
new silver in the industrial arts at 500,000 kilo- 
grams, say $20,000,000.

far in excess of the bullion value. mecea nny 
has in circulation about $100,000,000 in old sil- 
ver thalers, but ten years have passed since the 
sales of bullion arising under the anti-silver 
legislation of 1873 were discontinued. It is 
safe to say there is no stock of silver coin in 
Europe which is not needed for business pur- 
poses, 

The States of the Latin Union, and Spain, 
which has a similar monetary system, are the 
only countries in £urope which have any large 
stock of silver coins, and the commercial neces- 
sities of these countries are such that they 
could not afford, without serious financial dis- 
tress, to withdraw from circulation silver coins 
which are at par with their gold coins, to de- 

osit them at our-mints for payment of the bull- 

on value in notes.

In view of these facts, there would seem to be 
no sufficient reason for limiting the amount of 
silver bullion which may be deposited for Treas- 
ury notes, and there are strong reasons against 
such limitation. 

Ifdeposits were limited to $4,000,000 worth 
per month, the amount of silver received might 
be somewhat smaller than under the proposed 
measure, which fixes no limit, but the differ- 
ence in the quantity deposited would hardly 
compensate, in my judgment, for the effect 
which the restriction would have on the silver 
market. 

Such a restriction would have a decided 
tendency to prevent the normal rise in price, 
because it might leave a surplus even of 
our own product, counting that which comes 
from Mexico to this country, and the 
mere fact of there being a limit to the 
amount that the United States would re- 
ceive and issue notes upon would be a con- 
stant menace to the price of silver. More- 
over, the lhmitation to $4,000,000 worth a 
month would necessitate a distribution of the 
amount which would be received at the aiffer- 
ent mints in the United States each month, ao 
that when the full amount of the quota fixed 
tor any one institution was full no further de- 
posits could be received that month, and the 
result might be to throw a large stock on the 
market in such localities, which, of itself, 
would have a tendency to depress the price. 

If, however, any limitation be thought neces- 

sary it would seem preferable to restrict de- 
posits to the product of our own mines, or the 
mines of this continent, or to deposits of new 
bullion, as distinguished trom foreign coin and 
forelan melted coin, rather than to limit the 
amount to be received toa specific quantity 
or value. 
He isadull observer of the condition and 
trend of public sentimentin this country who 
does not realize that the continued use of silver 
as money, in some form, is certain. No measure 
can be presented to which it may not be possi- 
bie to find objections. This one is suggested 
with a view to promoting the joint use of silver 
and gold a8 money, and with the full contidence 
that it will secure all the advantages hoped for, 
from any of the plans proposed, without in- 
curring their real or apprehended dangers. 


PURCHASES OF SILVER, 
The purchases of silver by the Secretary of 
the Treasury for the coinage of the silver dol- 
lar aggregated 28,557,109.79 standard ounces,» 
costing $23,998,763 47, an average cost of 
$0.93375 per ounce fine. 
Purchases were also made by Superintend- 
ents of mints in lots of less than 10,000 ounces 
ageregating 748,017.72 standard ounces, cost, 
ing $630,013 31, while silver, contained in gold 
deposits and remnants of bars, was purchased 
to the amount of 104,718.08 standard ounces, 
costing $89,077 33. 
The total purchases for tne silver dollar coin- 
age during the year aggregated 29,409,845.59 
standard ounces, costing $24,717,853 81, an 
average cost of $0.9338 per ounce fine. 
The total amount of silver purchased for the 
coinage of the silver dollar, from Feb. 28, 1878, 
to Nov. 1, 1889, was 299,889,416.11 standard 
ounces, oeeek $286,930,633 64, an average 
cost of $1.0631 per ounce fine. The builion 
value of the silver dollar, at uhe average cost 
for the whole period, is $0.822., 
The profit on the coinage of silver to the ciose 
of the fiscal year 1889 aggregated $57,374%,- 
254 18, of which $781,898 88 have been paid 
for expenses of distributing the coin and $246,- 
617 73 for reimbursement of operative wast- 
age and loss on silver sold in sweeps, leaving a 
net profit of $56,349,737 57. 
The price of silver fiuctuated during the fiscal 
yeur 1889 from 42 1-8d., the opening price on 
July 1, 1888, to 4414d., the hignest price on 
Sept. 22, 1888, closing at 42d. on June 30, 1889. 
The average price of silver in London during 
the fiscal year was 42100., equivalent at the 
average rate of sight sterling exchange to 
$0.935 per ounce fine. At this price the bullion 
Value of the standard silver doliar is 72 cents. 


DEPOSITS OF PUBLIC MONEY. 

The monetary transactions of the Govern- 
ment have been conducted through the Treas- 
urer of the United States, nine Sub-Treasurers, 
and 296 national bank depositaries. 

The amount of public moneys deposited with 
national banks on the 1st of January, 1887, 
was about $20,000,000. Prior to that date, tor 
a number of years, the average was consider- 
ably less. During the year 1887 the amount so 
deposited increased until, in October, 1t was 
$31,767,478, and, in December, it had swollen 
to $52,199,917, The highest point reached was 
in April, 1888, when the amount so deposited 
was $61,921,294, since which time it has de- 
creased until, on the 31st of October, 1889, it 
was $47,495,479. ‘There should be a_ further 
reduction, at the earliest day practicable, of at 
least $30,000,000, leaving only such amounts 
as are necessary for the business transactions 
of the Government, 

The national bank depositaries have been, and 
are, useful auxiliaries to the Sub-Treasury sys- 
tem, but the deposit of public funds therewith to 
an amount largely in excess of the needs of the 
public service is wholly unjustifiable. Such a 
policy is contrary to the spirit of the act of 
Aug. 6, 1846, which contemplates a Sab-Lreas- 
ury independent of the banks. 

It necessarily involves temptation to favorit- 
ism of the most objectionabie character, 

It makes the Treusury more or less dependent 
upon the banks, on account of the ditlicuit and 
delicate task of withdrawing the deposits, when 
wanted, without creating serious disturbance of 
financial conditions, 

Itinvolves the exercise of a most dangerous 
power by the Secretary of the Treasury, where- 
by he may, if s0 disposed, expand or contract 
the currency at will, and in the interest of cer- 
tain favorites whom he may select. 

It is grossiy unjust to the Government to 
grant the free use of its money while it pays 
to the very parties thus favoreu 4 and 41, per 
cent. interest on its own bonds, which ure 
pledged as security for the money thus re- 
ceived. 

There seems to be no excuse for this policy 
when the Treasury could use the same money ino 
the purchase of bonds and thereby return it to 
circulation aud Save a large partof the interest. 

It is manifestly unfair to the people to give 
the banks the use of their money for nothing 
while they are required by the banks to pay 
from 6 to 8 per cent. interest for it. 

Bad as these features of such.a policy are, a 
more serious objection is found in the difficulty 
and danger encountered in the withdrawal of 
such excessive deposits. Money thus deposited 
goes at once into the channels of trade, and 
business is adjusted to the increased supply. 

A sudden or injudicious withdrawal would be 
felt far tpore severely by the large class of 
business borrowers than by the banks, The 
latter are money lenders, and ao stringency may 
only increase their rates and add to their 
profits, while the former, haying based their 
business ventures upon the accommodations 
afforded by the banks, May be utterly ruined 
when such accommodations are suddenly with- 
drawn. 

Another instance of such excessive deposits 
occurred in the Administration of Jackson. On 
the 1st of November, 1836, the amount of Gov- 
ernwent funds deposited in banks was $49,377,- 
986 30. To dispose of this large sum the act of 
Jane 23, 1836, was passed, Preins for the 
distribution of $37,468,859 97 among the 
States. This, of course, made necessary a with- 
drawal frow the banks, and in order to make 
such withdrawal as easy and sate as possible 1t 
was provided that the money should be distrib- 
uted in quarterly installments, commencing 
Jan. 1, 1837. Three of the installments were 

aid, amounting to $28,101,644 91, but just 

fter payment of the third the depositary banks 
suspended and the terrible financial crisis of 
837 followe%. 

Had the warnings of history been heeded the 

resent Administration might have been saved 
en one ofits greatest inherited embarrass- 
ments, for which it 1s in po sense responsible. 

Of course there is no danger oi any such re- 

ults at this time as occurred in 1837. The 
amount on deposit then was many times 
ater in proportion to the wealth and popula- 
ee of the country. than 1t would be now, while 

e actual excess at present is only about half 
gs great as it was then. 

, What would under the conditions of 1837 
roduce widespread disaster and ruin might, in 

89, producé only temporary disturbance, 
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difficulty, and though thoroughly disapproving 
cy which created it, I have neverthe- 
it compelled to move with . pnd oaution, 
the cure of the evil might prove more detri- 
mental to the public interests than the ev 
itself, It is my Pp ¥ ' 
liest moment practicable, to commence 
the withdrawal of these funds in such limited 
amounts and under such conditions as will be 
least aly to injuriously affect the business in- 
terests of the country, and, unless Congress 
shall otherwise direct, to invest the money in 
the purchase of bonds, in case they can be ob- 
tained at a fair price. 

If the banks which have bonds deposited to 
secure this money are inclined to reciprocate 
the favors they have received from the Govern- 
ment by selling them to the Treasury at the 
liberal rates offered, the withdrawal will con- 
siderably increase rather than diminish the 
money in circulation and relieve their borrow- 
ers from all danger and inconvenience. 


NATIONAL BANKS. 

The report of the Controller of the Currency 
exhibits the operations of the bureau for the 
year ending Oct. 31, 1889. During this period 
211 new associations entered the system, an in- 
crease of 79 banks over the preceding year. The 
average fyearly increase for the past eleven 
years has been 159. Forty-one banks went into 


voluntary liquidation, and two failed and were 
laced in the hands of receivers. There we 
h existence Oct. 31, 1889, 3,319 nationa 
banks, the greatest number since the inaugura- 
tion of the system, with an aggregate capital of 
$620,174,365. On the 30th day of September, 
1889, the date ofthe last reports, the number 
reporting was 3,290, the remaining 29 not then 
having opened for business. A summary of 
these reports shows a total capital ot $612,584,- 
095, a surpjus of $197,394,761; undivided 
profits, $84,866,869; gross deposits, including 
amounts due banks, $1,950,935,161; loans and 
discounts, $1,805,729,739; an increase in each 
of these particulars over any previous report. 
The amount of circulation outstanding was 
$208,662,732, of which $131,383,334 was 
secured by pledge of United States bonds, 
and the remainder, $72,279,398, was re- 
presented by deposit of lawful money in 
the Treasury. The banks held $194,972,900 
in United States bonds, of whicn $146,- 
471,700 were to secure circulating notes; 
also $164,326,449 in specie, $86,752,093 in 
legal-tender notes, and United States certifi- 
cates of deposit amounting to $12,945,000. 
The gross decrease in circulation, including the 
notes of gold banks, during the year was 
$37,486,139, and the decrease in circulation 
ete by United States bonds was $22,159,- 


The large number of new banks organized in 
the Western and Southwestern sections of the 
country affords evidence of the facility with 
which the system adapts itself to the require- 
ments of communities widely separated, with 
varied social conditions, and transacting busi- 
ness in accordance with the dissimilar customs 
that result from our climatic and race differ- 
ences, Texas ranks firstin the number of new 
banks organized durirg the year, Pennsylvania 
firstin number of active banke, New-York iu 
deposits, and Massachusetts in capital. 

The banks now derive no profit from their cir- 
culation, and an actual loss is inflicted upon 
the smaller banks and upon those loeated in 
the newer sections of the country by reason of 
being obliged to purchase bonds at a high and 
steadily advancing premium as a basis for cir- 
culation. A change in existing laws is neces- 
sary to prevent serious contraction of the cur- 
rency by withdrawals from the system. 

The remedies proposed by tne Controller are 
(1) a reduction in the minimum of bonds de- 
posited to secure circulation; (2) an increase in 
the percentage issued thereon in circulating 
notes, and (3) a reduction of the tax now levied 
on circulation. These recommendations are ap- 
proved. 

It is believed that any probable withdrawal 
of bonds by existing banks will be about equaled 
by the bonds deposited by new banks, which 
would organize more rapidly under the new 
and more favorable conditions proposed, and 
that an increased percentage of note issues may 
be depended upon to neutralize the tendencies 
to contraction. 

Some additional legislation is necessary to 
enable the Controller to supervise the affairs of 
banks in voluntary liquidation until all claims 
are fully paid or the assets exhausted. It is 
recommended that the office of Assistant Exam- 
iner be created. Also that the detailed reports 
of the several bank associations be published 
semi-annually. 

It is worthy of remark that the loss to credit- 
ors from failure of national banks Sma to 
be less than by the failure of other banking n- 
stitutions. 

The comparative statements, published in the 
report of the Controller, show the operations of 
the Clearing Houses of the United States for 
October, 1888, and October, 1889, and a grati- 
fying increase during the year in total ex- 
changes. Itisestimated that the gain accru- 
ing to the Government by reason of national 
bank notes lost and unreaeemed is from 42 to 1 
per/cent. of the total issue. 

The transactions of the year indicate thata 
fair degree of prosperity has attended the opera- 
tions of the associations belonging to the sys- 
tem, and in every department except that of 
circulation, In a general way it may be said 
that, cousidered as banks of discount and de- 
posit, the associations have successfully met 
the requirements: of the communities where 
they are located, and have contributed their 
proper share to the general prosperity which 
has resulted from the activities of the year. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE, 

It is my belief that the personnel and effi- 
ciency of the service have been in no way low- 
ered by the present method of appointments to 
clerical positions in the department. The hene- 
ficial influences of the civil service law in 
its practical workings are clearly apparent. 
Having been at the head of the department 
both before and after its adoption, I am able to 
"judge by comparison of the two systems, and 
nave no besitation in pronouncing the present 
condition of affairs as preferable in all respects. 
Under the old plan appointments were usually 
made to please some one under political or 
other obligations to the appointee, and the 
question of fitness was not always the control- 
ling one. The temptation to make removals 
only to provide places for others was always 
present and constantly being urged by strong 
influences, aud this restless and feverish conai- 
tion of departmental life did much to distract 
and disturp the even current of routine work. 
Under instrumentalities which are now used to 
secure selections for clerical places the de- 

artment has some assurance of mental capac- 
ty and aiso of moral worth, as the character of 
the vandidates 1s ascertained before examina- 
tion. ' 

The manifold duties of the department re- 
quire the closest application on the part of the 
becretary ana his assistants, and the freedom 
from importunity now enjorea for appotnt- 
ments to places that are within the classified 
service, and the saving of valuable time hereto- 
fore devoted to the distribution of minor pat- 
rovage, are of very great advantage, and 
enables these oflicers to devote more thought 
to the important questions of administration 
constantly arising. The clerks received from 
the Civil Service Commission usually adapt 
themselves readily to the duties they are called 
upee to perform, and rank among the most 
efticient in the department. 

This department has for the past twenty 
years conducted examinations, under its own 
regulations, for promotions in its service, and 
employes have been advanced from one grade 
to the next highest only after having passed a 
standard examination intended to demonstrate 
their capability as compared with those who 
have already reached the higher grades, and to 
test ;their familiarity with, and proficiency in, 
the special work upon which they have been 


satisfactorily and reaches beyond the ascertain- 
ment of individual excellence. Clerks have the 
tact constantly before them that to gratify a 
laudable ambition for advancement they must 
always be prepared, as the opportunity for pro- 
motion may come at any time, to submit to 
tests which will disclose their aptitude, their 
diligence, and their knowledge of the class 
of work they have been performing. It keeps 
the service in better form and relieves the ap- 
ointing power of much persistent persuasion 
rom outside sources to elevate clerks who are 
illy prepared to fill the higher grades. I take 
pleasure in referring in this connection to a de- 
tailed statement of the exawiner, which will 
be found in the appendix to this report. Among 
the few positions in the department excepted 
from the operation of the civil service law are 
the special agents, whose duties are very im- 
portant and require abilities of a superior or- 
der. it has therefore been thought best before 
appointment to subject the selected applicant 
toa test of his fitness for the place, and this 
has been done during the past few months with 
excellent results. The advisability of pursuing 
the same course with chiefs of divisions is hay- 
ing serious consideration at this time,
